Special Cablegram to the Post-Disvatch. 
LONDON, May 17. 
EBASTOPOL and 
other strongholds 
whose names bring 
back memories of the 
Crimean war are be- 
ing strengthened and 
garrisoned by the sap- 
per and miner compa- 
nies of the Baltic and 
Black Sea coasts, and 
really Russia appears 
to be the great menace 
of European peace, 
and the menace is in 
the direction of Austria and Bulgariaas well 
as Asia. 

The Servians are aggressive both toward 
Bosnia and Bulgaria, and the President of the 
Servian Cabinet deciares that Russia will 
stand by Servia in the event of the war 
which herconduct seems calculated to pro- 
voke. Ide most stringent rules are 
being put in force as to pass- 
port regulations and the residence of 
foreigners in the Russian Empire, and these 
rules seem to be chiefly aimed at Austrian 
subjects. Strangers entering Russia must 
have passports statingto what religion they 
belong, otherwise they are liable to be 
treated as Jews and their passes stamped 
as available only for those localities 
in which Jews are permitted 
to reside. Foreigners who have 
sojourned more than a fortnight in Russia 
must before leaving the Empire travel to the 
chief town of the province where they have 
been residing In order to have their passports 
indorsed by the Provincial Governor; and a 
stranger who wishes to settle for more than 
six months in Russia must obtain a minis- 
terial permit, and if he desires to transact any 
business in the country he must pay a yearly 
tax of 600 roubles. 

THE KAISER’S VISIT. 

Great preparations are being made in Rus- 
sia for the entertainment of the Emperor 
William of Germany, whose visit is expected 
to last three weeks. Hunting parties have 
been arranged in which the Czar will act 
as escort and companion of bis im- 
perial guest; Moscow will be brilliant 
with fetes, and St. Petersburg is putting 
on its gayest attire. The manager of the im- 
perial theater has everytbing for a special 
performance at Peterbof in honor of the Ger- 
man Kaiser, and no effort is to be spared to 
impess the imperial visitor. Bodies of troops 
have been detached to inspect the forests in 
which the hunting parties will be held and 
special care is being taken thatthe Czar may 
not meet the fate which once deprived Eu- 
giand of atyrannical Norman king. The re- 
ception of the Emperor in Russia ts not likely 
to be made more cordial by his 
warlike speech at Koenigsburg, which 
excites marked surprise and uneasi- 
ness in the Russian press, undoubtedly 
voicing imperial sentiment. It is significant 
that the Russians regard their country, rather 
than France, as the probable object ot Ger- 
man hostility, finding expression inthe hot 
utterances of the young Keiser. But it is be- 
lieved that outside of the younger officers of 
the German army the Kaiser has few sympa- 
thizers in his desire for war and glory. The 
Reichstag is decidedly for peace, and the new 
Chancellor is outspoken in asserting that the 
tranquility of Europe will not be disturbed. 

CHINA’S ACTIVITY. 

The Cbinese. make no concealment of their 
preparations to resist any aggression by 
Russia in Asia. They have restored 
the wall which formerly surrounded 
Kuldja and are strengthening their 
forces in every direction along the Russian 
frontier. Russian intrigues are at work 


X among the tribes subech to Chinese jurisdic- 


on, and two Kirghis ‘communities, now un- 
der wiese natlonaltty, have been induced to 
express a - psire to come under 
Russian auth ity. In Merv’ Russian 
officers have en substituted in place 
of the Khans, 4 (ange undoubtedly for the 
benefit ofthe people, as no rule could be 
much worse than-that of the Khans of Merv. 
A Russian writer expresses the view that the 
Ozar can not afford to disregard the attitude 
of the Chinese and that in the event of a war 
with England China would be a formidable 
ally of that power.

Preparing to Strike a Blow at the American 
System of Pretection,.

British and German Colonization Schemes 
in East Africa.

ONDON, May 17.—

rica. Sir Francis will be accompanied by sev- 
eral energetic officers and others, the British 
East African Co. having determined to push 
expeditions into the interior without 
delay. Sir William MacKinnon said to- 
day that this resolution on the part 
of the company. is the result of an article on 
„German Aims in East Africa,“ in the May- 
issue of Blackwood’s Magazine. The article 
was written, Sir William asserted, by one 
who possesses full information regarding the 
operations of the rival trading companies— 
the German East African Co, and the British 
East African Co.—and who is at the 
same time familiar with the state of 
feelfng at the British Foreign Office. Sir 
Francis DeWinten had large experience as an 
African administrator when Governor of the 
Congo Free State, and he unites the qualities 
of an energetic soldier to those of a wise 
diplomat. It was hoped that Stanley 
might be induced to accept the appointment, 
but German aggression made the condition 
of affairs too urgent to permit delay 
and Sir Francis goes at once with the full 
advantage of Starfley’s advice. Indeed, the 
appointment may betaken as the first out- 
come of that close conference which has 
taken place during the last zortnight between 
the great explorer and the heads of the 
British East African Co. 
CHARGES OF BAD FAITH. 
Continuing Sir William McKinnon sald: 
The writer in Blackwood lays atthe door of 
the German Government definite charges of 
bid faith in those operations which we have 
bitherto been willing to regard as proceeding 
only from an excess of geal on the part 
of officials or individuals. Heexposes the ex- 
pedition of Dr. Peters as one in which he had 
definite instructions to enter British territory 
and establish German stations s0 as to pre- 
vent us going forward to Victoria Lake, and 
he affirms that in all thisthe colonial high- 
waymen had the sanction of Maj. Wissman 
and the German Consul at Zanzibar. The offi- 
clal disavowals of Dr. Peters’ operations were 
and are made, he says, only as biinds. Un- 
fortunately we are prevented from regarding 
this statement with doubt by the quotation 
of official documents, and by the following 
sentence: ‘*The task of citing all those treaties 
is unpleasantly tiresome. We now challenge 
contradiction to the categorical statement that 
there is not a treaty or agreement or public 
engagement ofany kind whatsoever relating 
to her obligations In East Africa which Ger- 
many by the act of her officials and agents, 
has not unhesitatingly ‘violated her policy of 
antagoniem to British interests. 


CAPRIVI'S SILENCE. 

Gen. Von Caprivi, the new German Chan- 
cellor, in his speech in the Reichstag on Mon- 
Gay on East African affairs, certainly did not 
deny this sweeping assertion, nor did he even 
referto it. Letters of Dr. Peters of Septem- 
ber and October last are quoted 
letters printed in Germany with 
high jubilation in the new Colonial 
Gazette in which Dr. Peters boasts of burning 
the QGueen’s fag in British territory, seizing 
the goods of British caravans, and annexing 
station after station, and refers to his in- 
structions’ thus to frustrate the British. 
The serious thing is that Wiss- 
mann as soon as tidings came 
of Peters having reached the lake at 
Kavierondo, set off Emin Pasba in hot baste 
to form a junction with him there, and thus 
to form a cordon, preventing our advance 
into the territory assigned us by the London 
Convention of 


ment willact promptly and with vigor, very 
wisely tells the British company tbat it can 
hardly expeot the Government to carve out 
its paths for it or to secure for it the rever- 
sion of further spheres of enterprise until 
satisfied that it is making the most of its 
present concessions. The mission of Sir 
Francis de Winton may be taken as a reply to 
this hint.“ 

Notwithstanding the speech of Gen. Von 
Caprivi in explanation of German aims in 
East Africa there are well grounded fears even 
in British ministerial circles of bad faith on 
the part of Germany which should be 
England’s generous alley in colonial exten- 
sion.

The witnesses against Newton were 
the same as the witnesses against the power- 
ful aristocats, in whose interests Newton was 
employed. The Government dared not sub- 
ject them to cross-examination by Sir Charles 
Russell, 30 the Attorney General 
admitted that Newton was merely gullty 
ot overzeal and wiped out five of the 
most important counts in the indictment and 
accepted a pleaof guilty on the sixth and 
most unimportant count. 80 far the only 
man who bas been made an example of in 
this unsavory expose is Parke, who insisted 
that the attempt of the Government to shield 
rich criminals should be brought to light.

I am just as 
much of a hypocrite as any other 
man. It galls me that I must act 
the affected parody of myself for no 
earthly reason but because I think with other 
mon that to speak or act otherwise would 
not be appreciated.

Women, white or biack,I 
regard as far above us. They are more hu- 
man; they are more prompt with sympathy;

Ihave been looking for a 
wife tor twenty years without ever having 
had time to find one.’’

A QUAINT OLD VILLAGE. 

Oberammergau is to-day the same simple, 
secluded village. It has retained its quaint- 
ness with only additional new handsome yil- 
las. One residence, that of Von Hillern, the 
well known German authoress, whose novel 
On the Cross, and treating of the passion 
play, is of special interest. Now the accom- 
modations for visitors are ineomparably bet- 
terin quantity and quality. Two hundred 
houses give now 38,000 beds. The hotel also 
accommodates a large number, but the usual 
practice of boarding in the picturesque 
houses of the village still ob- 
tains. They are the same simple, kindly 
people as of old. Two hundred thousand 
visitors are expected this summer. Prepara- 
tions on a corresponding scale are going on. 

The theater has been entirely rebuilt. It is 
larger andon a more practical scale, built 
under Lautenschlaeger’s care, the machinist 
of the opera-house at Munich. It hasa large 
closed stage with curtain, surrounded on 
the sides and front by platforms and col. 
onades. 

The scenery is all new and painted by Burg- 
hart of Vienna. The auditorium has the same 
width and depth, 163 feet, and seats about 
4,000. As in the old theater, it is only haif 
under cover. The front portion is in the 
open air. All the seats are numbered. The 
price to the closed portion is $1.50 to $2. The 
uncovered seats are 25 cents to $1.25. 

THE PLAYERS. 

The players, coun@ng the childrenin th 
tableaux, number 760, And of sixteen princi- 
pal characters ten are played by the same 
persons.

WEDS ME- WALTER DAMROSCH. _ 


A Brilliant Gathering to Witness the 
Ceremony—Soue of the Distinguished 
Guests— The Ladies“ Exquisite Toilets and 
the Beautiful and Costiy Gifts Made to 
the Bride—A Marguerite Wedding.

Wasuineotoy, D. C., May 17.—Miss Marga- 
ret Blaine, daughter of the Secretary of 
State, was to-day married to Mr. Walter 
Damrosch, the. distinguished young 
musician. There are many who declare 
the event to have deen the ~»pretti- 
est wedding ever celebrated in Washington 
as well as the most brilliant gathering of a 
notable social season. The day was perfect, 
and as a good omon presages much future 
happiness for the newly wedded pair. The 
arrangements were perfect in every detail. 
Miss Blaine, while by no means beautiful nor 
even pretty, hae a face of much character and 
strength. To-day under the influence of 
her happy position she grew positively 
radiant so that more than one exclaimed, 
‘*She never looked so well before.’’ * Mr. 
Damrosch is as handsome as he le clever. His 
hair is light, his eyes gray, deep-set and 
serious and his clean-sbaven face Is grave and 
dignified in its clear outlines, 

The guests began arriving about 12:30. The 
first thing that greeted them was the fra- 
granee that came from two huge baskets of 
syringas that stood on low mahogany tables 
on either side ofthe hall. Then the narrow, 
old fashioned staircase was mounted, 
at the head of which the early comers 
were greeted by Mr. Emmons Blaine. They 
were then ushered into the drawing-room, 
which ruas the whole length of the house, the 
four front windows overlooking Lafayette 
Square. From these windows Mrs. Seward 
watched the boys in blue in the march 
toward Virginia years ago.

A STARTLING STORY. 

A special correspondent of the Posr- 
DISPATCH, sent to make a close inspection 
of the contest in Louisiana, presents on 
another page of this issue the startling 
picture of a State of this Union writhing 
in the toils of the Lottery Serpent, which 
has already throttled her press and stifled 
the voice of public opinion. : 

In his recent message to the Legisla- 
ture Gov. NICHOLLS said the rechartering 
of the lottery would place the purchas- 
able vote in the hollow of the company’s 
hands, and at its feet the liberties, the 
property and the hpnor of the Louisiana 
people. It would then make and un- 
make Governors, Senators and Judges, 
he said; subservience to the behests of the 
company would be the test for office, and 
virtue an insuperable bar to official posi- 
tion. 

The company’s answer to this message 
was an offer of $1,000,000 a year fora 
charter extension of twenty-five years— 
$350,000 for levees, $350,000 for publio 
schools, $100,000 for. hospitals, $75,000 for 
the insane, $25,000 for the deaf, dumb and 
blind, and $100,000 for the drainage of New 
Orleans. This bribe of $25,000,000 seems to 
have already fulfilled the Governor’s 
doleful prophecy. The press of the State 
refused to publish the Governor’s message 
or the resolutions of popular meetings 
opposing the lottery. Even advertise- 
ments of sermons to be preached against 
the lottery have been refused by the New 
Orleans papers, when pay at regular rates 
was offered in advance, and the story of 
the company’s remarkable success in 
thwarting the publication of a new daily 
paper which it could not corrupt or bull- 
doze is without a precedent in the history 
of the American press. 

The power to place Louisiana in this 
shameful position was granted by the 


State herself for the pitiful sum of $40,000 


a year, and nobody doubts or denies that 
the grant was obtained by the bribery of 
her legislators. And now the company, 
with its $100 shares quoted at $1,200, dis- 
tributes $3,400,000 a year among its share- 
holders, besides maintaining an enormous 
reserve fund with which it expects to 
silence the press, buy another Legislature, 
and place the State in the position of 
accepting a larger bribe for a continuance 
of their dishonorable partnership. 

The Money Devil never launched a 
pirate ship or fleet that had in it more 
potency for evil than this Louisiana Lot- 
tery. If it is to triumph again over the 
manhood of Louisiana and derive a 
further lease of villainous life from that 
State’s disgrace, it will be the duty of 
Congress to protect the other States from 
its depredations by making it a peniten- 
tiary offense for any man to use the 
United States mails in buying, selling, 
ordering or delivering a lottery ticket or 
transacting any other branch of the lot- 
tery’s business. :

WHICH SHALL PREVAIL? 

The Board of Public Improvements has 
just approved an ordinance appropriating 
$750,000 for settling basins needed in the 
Water-works extension, and $300,000 more 
will be required ina short time for pumps. 
Altogether there will probably be ex- 
pended under the supervision of the 
present board for the extension of the 
Water-works $1,500,000. Within a brief 
time past the board has approved con- 
tracts for sewer and street construction 
work involving an expenditure of nearly 
$400,000. Allof this work and whatever 
else of the same kind may be needed must 
be overlooked and accepted by the board. 
The proper letting of the contracts and 
the honest performance of them in the 
building of the new City Hall, which calls 
for an outlay of $1,000,000, must be at- 
tended to by that body. 

The direction of the expenditure of 
these enormous sums, which cover only 
the principal public works now in band, 
devolves upon the Board of Public Im- 
provements, and they show the responsi- 
bility which rests upon this department 
of the city government and particularly 
upon the Président of the board, whose 
distinctive duty it is to supervise all pub- 
lic works in all departments. They 
affo the people some idea of the 
pes Aw for the wasting of the city’s 
monéy through carelessness or incapacity, 
ar 


No set of politicians would dare force 
upon the voters an undesirable candidate 
of their own choice for the responsible 
office of President of the board except in 
a special election, when they rely upon 
the lethargy of the latter to enable them 
to carry through any scheme.

SUCCESS OF YESTERDAY’S CEN 
TENNIAL CELEBRATION. 


GRAND 


The Trades Procession Overa Mile Long 
and Singularly Representative—Grand 
Parade of Fire EKEngines—Forty Thousand

UCH a day as yes - 
terday was has 
never been seen 
before in Belle 
ville. The celebra- 
tion of the one- 
hundredth anul- 
versary of St. Clair 
County’s formation 
brought together 
in this city the larg- 
est crowd it ever 
held at one time. 
The grandeur of 
the demonstration 
in honor of the 
county’s advent on the second century of its 
existence can only be Imagined. A de- 
scription that would do the occasion justice 
is Impossible of conception. It was most 
complete in every way. ‘‘A grand success, a 
brilliant success, was the verdict of all who 
witnessed it. For this gala day Belle- 
ville, the county seat, where all the 
business of the county has been 
transacted for many years, was arrayed in 
beautiful holiday dress, and did the 
highest honor to the occasion. The business 
houses and dwellings of the city have never 
appeared to better advantage than they did 
yesterday. During the past month the 


work of remodeling, repainting and general 
renovating has been going on in the houses, 
and scores of them presented an appearance 
yesterday of being entirely new. This, with 
the beautiful decorations of danners, 
fiags and flowers, gave the whole 
city a bright look that reflected credit 
inahizh degree on the patriotism and en- 
thusiasm of the worthy people who had de- 
signed and carried out these preparations, 
and made a lasting impression onthe multi- 
tude of visitors that was favorable in the 
extreme. On any i bright day Belle - 
ville has 14 pleasing look. Her 
streets are clean aud well paved, 
and her snbstantial bulidings always throw 
out an impression of industry and stability 
that is met with in comparatively few other 
places. Bot the grand celebration of 
yoaterday she‘took on an appearance in which 
she fairly surpassed herself. The visitors 
who viewed this pleasing sight were num- 
erous.

The Belleville department had out four en- 
gines, two reels and a hook-and-ladder 
truck. The Milistadt and Freeburg fire com- 
panies were in the procession in force, 
and had with them their engines and reeis. 
The Freeburg department brought in the old 
hand fire-engine ‘‘St. Clair’’ that was used 
in Bellevilie forty years ago. 

Among other interesting displays were those 
in the manufacturing line. Brickmakers at 
work, a keg factory, boller works, iron foun- 
dry apd other works in operation on a small 
scale were shown. ' 

Agricultural implements too many in num- 
der for enumeration were sliown, besides a 

log cabin, a handsome little cottage, a good- 
sized frame dwelling- house, etc. 

The Oahokia display was both unique and 
interesting. It was made up of flogts repre- 
senting the primitive institutions of the time 
when the village was founded. An old-fash- 
ioned cart, made to represent the vehicles in 
use then, was shown, together with a plow 
which was made after the style of the kind 
introduced in the West. Besides these, there 
was shown on the Cahokia floats a

that hung in the first St. Clair County Church. 
Probably the most ingenious idea of a display 
appropriate to this occasion orginated in the 
minds of the colored citizens of Stites Town- 
ship (Brooklyn) and was carried out by them. 
They presented themselves with a forost on 
wheels inthe centre of which was a cleared 
spot, intended to recall the time when this 
part of the country was a wilderness by 
showing, as it dia, the firat clearing. The 
Manning of the float by a number of 
colored men dressed in ante-bellum 
style gave it the appearance of 
representing also an embryo plantation. 
A Corn fieid of the most true and naturai ap- 
pearance was presented on the floats sent 
from Caseyville. It was not the well culti- 
vated corn field of the present day, with even 
rows of stalks, but such a field as might have 
been destroyed or robbed of its grain by 
Indians in the last century. The implements 
used to till such a ficld were also shown. 

A feature of the parade was a mounted com- 
pany of Continental officers, whose appear- 
ance vividiy recalled the descriptions in his- 
tory of the brave men who freed America 
trom Britliah rule. The young men 
composing the company were cos- 
tumed in full Continental parade dress 
with cocked hats, knee breeches, duck led 
shoes and powdered wigs. Their costumes 
were of bright-coioréa satin of different 
shades, and were magnificent in effect. They 
were in beautiful contrast with the com- 
mercial and mechanical displays about them. 

By 8o’clock in the afternoon the parade 
had ended. At that hour the exercises on the 


Hon. John N. Perrin of Belleville 
was introduced as the first speaker 
by Oharles W. Thomas, who acted as 
master of ceremonies. Mr. Perrin’s discourge 
was appropriate, being historical throughout. 
It was likewise highly interesting, being very 
com plete in the details of St. Clair County’s 
history. The speaker covered in his sketch 
the epoch of growth and development in this 
section since April 37, 1790, the date of the 
county ’s reorganization, besides touching on 
the history of America since the advent of 
Columbus on the continent. While the sketch 
was very interesting tothe younger genera: 
tion for the reason that it disclosed to them 
many former happenings of which they had 
perhaps never hoard, it was even more inter- 
esting to the old residents because of the

they had passed through and vicissitudes 
they had personally experienced that were 
vividly recalied to their minds by it, and as 
the speaker progressed from the extremely 
old facts and occurpences to the recoliections 
of more modern times that were a reality to 
them it was touching to see their interested 
manner as they gave their closest attention 
to his eloquent words. 

Hon. Lyman Trumbull and ex-Gov. Ogleaby 
also spoke. Brief addresses were made 
by each. The eloquence of their words 
as much as their reputation as orators, se- 
cured for them the wrapt attention of the 
large assemblage. Neither went into detatis 
of history as Mr. Perrin had done, but con- 
fined their remarks to the general discussion 
of times past and present. 

Charles W. Thomas read an old letter that 
has been in the possession of Dr. William St. 
Clair of Effingham for years. The letter is 
one written by Gen. George Washington to 
Gen. Arthur St. Clair, who was then Governor 
of the Northwest Territory, and in 
whose honor the county was named. It 
has been preserved by the descendants of 
Gov. St. Clair, and handed downto Dr. St. 
Clair, who is his grandson,

The ousting of the Buckley-Paton-O’ Day 
faction from the Frisco Board of Directors has 
not put an end tothe difticulties of the man- 
agement. The air is full ot rumors in re- 
latlon to the Frisco property and 
there is cousiderable strife among 
the leading stockholders. It is stated that 
a deal which is to transfer the property to O. 
P. Huntington will be consummated inside of 
sixty days, and itis also hinted that Winslow 
is very hostile, not only to Huntington and 
Jay Gould, but also to Chairman Magoun of the 
Atchison, which company is ¢redited with 
an anxiety to get hold of the Frisco line. In- 
vestigations have been made by parties in- 
terested, and who assert that not only is the 
Frisco largely in debt, but that President 
W insiow’s recent figures are far from accurate, 
in many of the details. The liabilities in the 
way of bonds, interest and guaranties, not 
including the issued capital stock, is said to 
be about $53,698,500. Ot this sum 
about $14,000,000 has been assumed 
on account of the Atlantic 
& Pacific Railroad Co. Which from its incep- 
tion has been unprofitable property, at no 
time having earned more than operating ex- 
penses and during several years of its exist- 
ence it did not earn operating expenses by 
several hundred thousand dollars. 

Speolal stress is laid by the opponents of the 
present management on the discovery that 

THERE IS AN OVERISSUE 
of the Atlantic & Pacific Railroad Oo.’s 
bonds. The first mortgage on the At- 
lantic & Pacific Railroad limits the issue 
of first mortgage bonds to $25,000 
per mile on road actually constructed. The 


Atlantic & Pacific Railroad from Albuquerque 
to the Needles is 575 miles, and the total issue 
of bonds at $25,000 per mile would be 
$14,375, 000; there are $16, 000, 000 of 
first mortgage bonds Issued on this 
division, of an overissue of $1,625,000. Itis 
also chaged that there is likewise an ovaris- 
sue on the Central Division, the total over- 
issue aggregating about $3,000,000. 

These alleged discoveries are made the 
basis of a secret circular, a copy of which bas 
fallen into the hands of a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter. The circular has evidently been pre- 
pared from the inside, and inquiries develop 
the information that copies have been mailed 
to Jay Gould, O. F. Huntington, Russell 
Sage, Andrew Reid, President of the Balti- 
more syndicate handling the Frisco securi- 
ties, and many other prominent ruilroad 
men.

By the annaul report for 1888, there is added 
to the net earnings of the company $1,116,- 
542.16, which is credited to‘‘other income.’’ 
This statement was cleverly devised and well 
intended to deceive the stockholders. 
This sum was in fact derived from 
the sale of Atlantic & # Pacific 
Railroad Co. second mortgage bonds 
which were executed and delivered to the 
Frisco Co., and after the payment of the 
principal and interest of the bonds had been 
guaranteed by the ’Frisco Co., were sold, and 
of the proceeds thereof this amount 

WAS PAID TO THE ’FRISCO 

for its guarantee. Without the guarantee of 
the ’Frisco these bonds were comparatively 
worthless and would not bave sold on the 
market. At the time they were sold the first 
mortgage bonds of the Atlantic & Pa- 
cific Railroad Co. were selling for 
74, the income bonds were down to 
10 and its stock was selling in the market at 5; 
the road was not earning operating expenses, 
therefore the sum realized upon these bonds 
was in consequeace of the guaranty of the 
Frisco and Santa Fe companies placed 
thereon, and this transaction was equivalent 
to tne Frisco negotiating its own paper and 
crediting the proceeds received to income ac- 
count. 

President Winslow In his annual report for 
1889 fixes the net earnings at $2,592,270.18. 
During that year default was made in the 
payment of dividends on preferred stock, and 
yet according to this report the net earn- 
ings for the year were, in round 
numbers, $300,000, less than the interest and 
dividends paid. But an analysis of the report 
shows that the net earnings were not as large 
as stated. Items were charged to construc- 
tion and improvements which should have 
been charged to operating expenses and in- 
stead of 600,000 (in round numbers) going 
into the Measury, the net sum earned did not 
exceed 00, 000. 

President Winslow, in his report for last 
year, makes no reference to the company’s 
floating indebtedness or to its liability on ac- 
count of the $14,000,000 of obligations assumed 
for the Atlantic & Pacific Railroad Co,

A Meeting Attended by 3,000 Citizens Held 
in New Orleans Last Night. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Diera ren. 

NEw ORLEANS, La., May 17.—An Immense 
meeting of the Anti-Lottery League was held 
to-night at Grunewald’s Theater. Fully 8,000 
people were present and the audience con- 
tained many ladies. The meeting was opened 
by Judge McoGlolin, Judge ot the 
Court of Appeals. He said: ‘There are 
greater disasters than the floods which now 
have covered most of our fertile lands. Such 
is a disaster which corrupts the sentiment of 
the people. It ought to be the first aim 
of the State to aid its people ia 
maintaining individual morality. is is a 
solemn obligation of the Government 


to uphold amoral sentiment eg 3 the peo- 
ple, and when it fails todo so it guilty of 
treason. How can a State do this when it sells 
afranchise forasum given from the profits 
of a nefarious enterprise. The State 
of Louisiana is setting itself in opposition to 
the teaching of all the good fathers and 
mothers of Louisiana.’’ *Continulng he said: 
„Howe has this institution grown! Not con- 
tent with a general office they have estab- 
lished branch offices all over our fair city. 
THEY BVEN HAVE THE AUDACITY 

to invade unbidden our private offices and 
even our homes. I bave no hesitation to say 
that the gambling hells in other cities are 

ure as snow compared with this infamous 
nstitution. Where they ruin one, the 
lottery rums thousands, not only men, but 
women also. [Great applause.| They now 
say that it is only the dally drawing whieh has 
worked harm to our people, and they are 
willing to stop them.

that no contract could be legally made 
for its operation. An effort to secure a 
license for a iottery trom a govern- 
ment is an effort to defeat 
the very Vital function of government, which 
is to give happiness to its people. The larger 
the bonus paid the greater the evils which re- 
sult, the greater is the temptation to profil- 
gancy. hat is made without labor is 
spent without reflection. A Government 
which licenses 1 lottery 
forth an offspring which from 
very moment of its birth threatens its parent’s 
existence. Unless a close watch be kept the 
lottery will soon become the Government 
itself. I know that lotteries were created in 
other States of the country, but the 
fact they no longer exist is evidence 
of the evil they worked. 

„Thie State in 1852 had a constitutional pro- 
vision making the establishment of a —2 
a crime punishable by imprisonment and it 
was left for the small body of radicals and the 
carpet-bag Legislature of 1868, which met

He stands-very high in 
the church, and eight years ago in Nashville, 
Tenn., he was elected bishop. He was then 
but 43 years old and the youngest man 
ever elected to the college. But 
he had taken upon his shoulders the 
rehabilitation of Emory College and had dl 
rective charge of the Institution of the Slater 
fund — cares he did not deem 
himeelf justified in relinquishing. 
He therefore declined to be ordained 
abishop. When his friends inquired recently 
they found thatthe hindrances to his accept- 
ance of election to the College of Bishops had 
been removed.

A LITTLE BUSINESS. 

The Committe on Episcopacy raised the 
annual salaries of bishopsto $3,600 and fixed 
their widows’ pension at $1,000 per annum. 

H. V. Phillpot of Texas introduced a resolu- 
tion condemning the use of tobacco in any 
form, the use of opium and such ministers as 
set a bad exampie in the use of tobacco. The 
resolution followed many whereases and was 
in the following terms: 

Resolved, That the Committee of Fifteen on 
the Spiritual State of the Church be and they 
are hereby instructed tu take the subject of 
the use of tobacco and opium by the members 
of the church, and especially by traveling 
preachers, and report to this conference some 
suitabie deliverance upon these subjects. 

The whole matter was laughed into indefi- 
nite postponement, 

The attempt of H. M. Winslow and others to 
secure a mandate compelling the use of un- 
fermented wine in communion failed in the 
Temperance Committee.

PARNELL’S VIEWS. 


It Is Impossible to Foretell the 
Greatness of Our Future. 


I have been to America three times, said 
Parnell, the chief of the Irish party, who 
probably has more friends in America than 
he has anywhere else in the world, ‘‘and I can

I fully expect that the great 
exhibition, for which America le now making 
preparations, will eclipse ali its 1 — 
and will attract — — numbers of people from 
the various countries of Europe, who are curl 
ous to see the great Western Republic and ob- 
serve what she is doing. Imay say that 
when the exhibition was first mentioned my 

ersonal preference was for New York. 

t is in almost immediate connection with 
the reat shipping towns of Europe, 
and if it had been chosen I have not the least 
doubt that many visitors would be attracted 
from Europe who for various reasons will not 
be able to travel to Chicago. People who have 
plenty of time and money at their disposal 
and who desire to see the country could easily 
go on to Chicago. hese people would have 
gone West in any event. New York seemed 
to be eminently the place for the Worid’s 
Fair, look ing at it from this distance, but you 
may give through tne Post- DISPATCH my best 
wishes to all my friends in America and 
my congratulations on their great a in-

A HORRIBLE DISCOVERY. 


Hogs Sold in Chicago That Have Fed on 
Putrefying Carcasses. 


Rr Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCH. 

CuHicaco, III., May 17.—H. M. Jordan of this 
city, who recently returned from a trip 
through Iowa, tells astariling story of how 
hogs are penned aiong the Chicago & Rock 
Island Rallroad, In one place he saw the 
bogs tearing to pieces the carcass of a dead 
mule. Inquiry developed the fact tbat all 
refuse and dead animals in the village are 
dumped into the shipping pens to be eaten by 


the hogs. In one place the bones ofthe dead 
animals were sufficient to fill a car. At a 
town called Anita, said Mr. Jordan, the 
stench coming from the pens was 
simply overpowering, and the struggle 
of the hogs to get at the dead objects so re- 
volting that I was made sick. All these hogs, 
Jam told, are shipped to Chicago.“ Health 
Commissioner Wickersham, when informed 
ofthe matter said it wasan old story. His 
department is helpless to protect the people 
through interference of the State. ‘‘Hogs 
are undoubtedly natural scavengers,’’ said 
he, but cholera may be spread in this man- 
ner. Where there is no bad effects from such 
things it is because the dead animals eaten 
are not diseased. ‘ibe practice is a common 
one.

The firm, up to the past year, had been re- 
garded as one of the most solid business 
houses in Wall street. Rumors that it had 
engaged in several wildcat enterprises, how- 
ever, bad of late affected its credit. The col- 
lapse was alleged to have been precipitated

THE NEGRO GIVEN THE RIGHT HAND OF 
FELLOWSHIP IN LABOR UNIONS. 


A Complaint of Colored Laborers That They 
Are Kept Out of Organizations of White 
Men Denied by Leading Men in the 
Labor Movement—EBlack Men as Skilled 
Workmen. 


HE SUNDAY Post- Dis- 
PATCH has received a 
communication from 
some skilled colored 
workmen who appar- 
ently believe they are 
sufforing an injustice 
at the hands of or- 
ganized labor. The 
letter raises a point of 
interest to working- 
men of the trades 
unions and other or- 
ganizations, though probably written under 
some misapprehension. The letter is as fol- 
lows: ’ 
To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch: 

I want to call your attention to some facts 
that I don’t think are right. Colored men 
are not allowed to join unions with white men 
and ifthey tryto work at atrade they are 
called ‘‘acabs’’ because they don’t belong to 
a union, and are not allowed to work 
with the union men. When there are only 
a few colored men that know one trade, such 
ans carpenters, they can’t form a union by 
themselves and they can’t get into a white 
man’s union. Where there is enough of 
them they are allowed to form separate 
unions, Even the hod-carriers won't ad- 
mit colored men to their unions. and they 
can’t get into the printers’, molders or brick- 


layers’ unions. The colored man has got 
to go off by himself to work. Because this is 
so there is no encouragement for the colored 
man to learn any skilled trade that he might 
better his condition. What is the use of 
learning a trade if a man is to be kept out of 
work by the union men, who call hima scab 
and won't make a union man of bim? 

The letter was signed ‘‘Many Colored Men,’’ 
and on account of the interesting character of 
the charges the facts us alleged were laid 
before a numberof prominent men in labor 
organisations.

NEw ORLEANS, May 17.—In answer to the 
above appeal to the SUNDAY PoOST-DISPATCH 
from a prominent citizen of New Orleans, I 
arrivea inthis city. The sentiments of the 
appeal give but a very inadquate idea of the 
state of affairs here, which is such as no one 
not on the spot can realize or imagine. 

New Orleans is ring-ridden! 

The corrupting agents of the Louisiana State 
Lottery Co. have practically undermined 
State, municipal and parish government, and 
amore disreputable condition of affairs could 
scarcely exist. A powerful organization of 
citizens bas béen formed to down the lottery 
Private citizens are also enlistéd in the 
fight for the lottery, some by purchase and 
others by blackmail, some few misguided by 
selfishness or mislead by proffers 
from the ring. Thousands more 
are coerced Into assuming a neutral attitude, 
They do not hesitate to admit that the Louis! 
ana State Lottery is a gigantic fraud and a 
standing menace to good government, but 
they will go no farther. They know exactly 
how the case stands. They are aware what 
power the lottery party possesses, and that if 
they identify themselves with the opposition 
their business will be ruined. 

Blacklisting as well as Diackmalling is a 
method of warfare which the lottery company 
adopts, and the man who offends it hasto 
contend with unheard-of difficulties in con- 
sequence.

At Baton Rouge the lottery boodlers are ab- 
solutely herding in the corrupt and misguided 
members of the Legisiature, and boasting of 
the succeess which is attending their despic- 
able methods. 

IX NEW ORLEANS. 

Every newspaper, with one solitary excep- 

tion, bas been silenced. 
' A newsdealer’s advertisement of a pamph- 
let report of a sermon delivered by Rev. B. 
Caradine, a Methodist minister, in opposition 
to lottery, hus been refused in the counting- 
reom of every newspaper and no reason 
advanced for the action. To meet this dif- 
culty and to secure a little of the much-needed 
publicity, the men who are struggling to rid 
their State of this Juggernaut of infamy 
recently arranged to start a special organ. 

The name given tothe paper was the New 
Delia and no journal came nearer being 
strangied in its birth. Had not the promo- 
tera been as determined workers in the cause 
of public decency as their Opponents arein 
the interests of public vice, the first number 
would have never seen the light. Negotia- 
tions for presses were mysteriously check- 
mated, the grant of a press franchise 
was revoked; ithe contract of a publisher 
to print the paper was forfeited, 
the presses of a second contractor mys- 
teriously collapsed. When at last these 
difficulties were overcome, the negroes em- 
ployed to carry the forms from the composing 
offices to the press rooms were hired to baulk 
the publication and repeatedly deserted the 
work. 

The scheme of the lottery company isto se- 
cure the submission to the electors of a con- 
stitutional amendment to extend the time of 
and pructically perpetuate its charter. The 
only difficulty they foresee is in getting the 
necessary legisiation to secure submission; 
for they are confident they can buy enough

to the expense of buying up a few election 
judges and hiring a few thousand imverson- 
ators. They have, however, gained ground 
rapidly among the legisiators,and with a view

He now 
offers to give the State $1,000,000 
a year for the lottery privileges 
for twenty-five years. He proposes to 
distribute it as follows: Levees, $350,000; 
public schools, $350,000; yet ya $100, 000 ; 
insane, $75,000; deaf, dumb and blind, $250,000; 
drainage of the city of New Orleans, $100,000. 
In addition to this Mr. Morris offers to ad- 
vance the State at once a sum sufficient to re- 
store the levees recently destroyed. 
It is a fight between morality and money. 
Many are dazed bythe munificence of the 
lottery company, but the leaders of the 
anti-lottery movement will not be 
swerved from the course of rinciple 
should Mr. Morris make his offer 
000,000 instead of $1,000,000. 
the people in the alluviat districts, who have 
suffered from the breakage of the levees,have 
been made blind to the moral arguments 
against the perpetuation of the lottery by the 
disaster which has overcome them, and the 
opportunity which is offered them to have re- 
paired the damage which they have suffered. 
The press here, with the exception of the 
New Delta, the paper organized recently by 
the Anti-Lottery League, is urging the ac- 
ceptance by the Assembly of the lottery com- 
pany’soffer. The Assembly is wavering, and 
it is the uncertainty of what their action will 
be which makes the interest in the outcome so 
reat. 
It requires 
A TWO-THIRDS VOTE 
in order to have an amendment of the consti- 
tution submitted to the people, and unless the 
lottery company is sure ot having the requis- 
ite number of votesthe matter will not be 
calledup. They have a two-thirds vote in the 
Senate, but are several short in the House. 
The House is composed of ninety-eight mem- 
bers, and sixty-six isrequired to carry the 
amendment. Out of the ninety-eight 
members the Anti-Lottery Leaguers belteve 
This 
is four more than they need. Tue fact that 
the lottery company increased its offer from 
$500,000 to $1,000,000 in one day is sufficient to 
show how iar they will goto secure the sub- 
mission ofthe amendment, and the terrible 
temptation may be too much for some of the 
members to withstand. The lottery company 
have no fear ofthe result if they can get the 
amendment submitted, for with the white 
vote which they control and the colored vote 
which they can purchase they feel con- 
fident they could the propo- 
sition. The increase in the offer 
of John A. Morris, the lottery magnate, from 
500, $1,000,000 was unquestionably due to 
the issue of the New Delta, which Is published 
by a corporation organized by the Anti-Lot- 
tery League. Finding that they could not 
spread the sentiment which they were gath- 
peri Bw nega some assistance from the press, 
and being unable to obtain any such assist- 
ance from the newspapers already estab- 
lished, the gentlemen ut the head of the Cen- 
tral Anti-Lottery League, determined to have 
an organ of their own. They organ- 
ized and incorporated a company for that 
purpose and anticipating the obstacles which 
would be placed in the way of the paper’s pub - 
lication, they put in charge of it C. Harrison 
Parker And John C. Wickliffe, who in ad 
to being newspaper men of ability hav# also 
earned the reputation of being absg@utely 
fearless. Parker has fought two duc. He 
had charge of the Picayune when it de the 
bt on the McEnry faction in the State. At 
that time he carred his lite in his hand, and 
hadto go around armed like an arsenal in 
order to protect himself. He 
not a man to make trouble, but 
lows the advice of Polonius and bears 
himself well, that his opposer may beware of 
him. That it was absolutely necessary to 
have such men as these at the head of the new 
paper is in itself evidence of the

EXPOSING THE FRAUD, 


The Ring Will Not Submit Its Books to 
the Statutory Inspection.

NEw ‘ORLEANS, May 17.—The Anti-Lottery 
League has the best legal advice in the Stste 
and it is proposed to expose the full extent of 
the fraud if possible. The lottery ringsters 
are as determined to defeat an expose which 
would doubtless be ruinous. If the State 
could once get at the books to show what use 
had been made of the immense boodle 


funds distributed by the company, the 
fight would soon be broughttoan end and 
many a legisiator would find it necessery to 
temporarily absent himseif. The explana- 
tion of the suppression of all anti-lottery 
action would then be clear. But the —— 
seems all-powerful. They entirely disregar 
the provisions of the law, and it is safe to pre- 
dict that the statute on that subject will never 
be complied with.

the riots bad ended that the people decided to 


have a constitutional convention in order to 
rid themselves ofthe many obnoxious condi- 
tions which those who had previously been in 
power in the State had imposed upon them. 
When the constitutional convention assem- 
bled tor the momentous duty there was much 
surprise atthe discovery that the lottery had 
taken advantage of the more important sub- 
jects of consideration to work quietly and 
secure a majority of the members to vote for 
the continuation of ite charter. But even 
after this fact became known there 
was not much feeling about it, because, as 
Ihave said, there were other mattersof a 
much graver character engaging the public 
mind, and moreover, at that timethe evil 
effects of the lottery were not known to be as 
great as they have since proved. The lottery, 
therefore, was successful and secured the 
contingance of ite charter, on the condition, 
however, thatthe monopolistic feature was 
to be relinquished. The lottery company’s 
incorporators made no complaint of this 
abridgement of the rights which it had 
enjoyed and a clause was inserted in 
the constitution licensing the Louisiana 
company until December 31, 1893, and 
permitting all other companies which might 
desire to do so the right to operate lotteries 
in the State, atter securing a license. The 
members of the convention thought by giving 
this right they would Increase the revenues of 
the State, as it was believed that iinmediately 
after the new Constitution was adopted there 
would be any number of lotteries located in 
the State. The Louisiana Lottery Co. 
waited quictly until the Constitution had been 
adopted, and then proceeded to prevent any 
encroachment on its rich field. By the 
free use of money, it influenced ail 
subsequent Legisiatures to defeat all 
lottery bills that een. up, and thus 
trough the constitution provided for the 
establishment of lotteries. The Louisiana 
company choked off all rival enterprises and 
enjoyed the same monopoly which had been 
constitutionally granted it during the recon- 
atruction *

An Attempt to Break Wheat Fails Disas- 

* tronsly—Crop Damage the Main Market 
Influence—Movement of Corn Disap- 
pointing and Strengthens Prices—Oats 
Display Firmness—Local Flour Market— 
Information of Interest from Chicago 
and New York—Chat From ’Change— 
Gossip From the Street. 


It really looks as though even Providence wa 
against the bears in wheat. They managed to work 
up enough sentiment on their side during the past 
week to break the price down to 87e for July, 86850 
for August and 89lec for December, 
the low days being Wednesday and early on 
Thursday. en the preceding day there 
was more wheat sold short than there had been for a 
long time past. Just when they thought they had 
the market nicely fixed and things coming their way, 
there came a frost. a killing frost, and when they 
thought, good, easy folks, their honors were 
a-ripening, nipped the wheat plant’s root, 
and the market went a-booming. The 
advance on this last scare sent the price up to 92e 
for July. 90e for August and 92%c for December, 
which rates were paid early yesterday. Afterwards 
there wasa relapse to 90c for July on rains and 
show in Dakota and on the curb 90lgc was bid. This 
was tec below tne close on the regular 
board the preceding Saturday. The situation at this 
writing appears to be that all the weak-kneed bulls 
are out of their long wheat, cleaning up the last yes- 
terday,and the bears are awaiting Mon- 
day’s weather conditions and crop pros- 
pects before they plunge in again. The 
latest crop scare appears to be a very serious mat- 
ter. Kansas, the State withan average of 92 and 
the promise of a most abundant crop, has been vis- 
ited by severe frosts, and if all reports that come 
in are to be believed, the wheat plant has suf- 


fered grievous injury. Dry weather complaints 
come in from that State also, and the chances ap- 
ear to be that Kansas’ fine prospects are about 
nocked in the head. That is not the only State 
that is crying fresh damage. IIlinoie by the Govern- 
ment estimate had on May la per cent condition 
and her farmers are now crying Hesstan flies an 
cheat.’’ It is claimed the next report on that 
State will be nearer 40 than 50. Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee are also sending in reports of 
damage by flies, and few 888 advices come 
from any section. A 275,000,000 bu. crop of winter 
wheat is calenlated upon basis of Government and 
State reports and, if these latest damage 
reports are confirmed, this ericulation 
will have to be revised and a much 
lower estimate counted upon. It is not alone the 
Winter wheat crop that le threatened with further 
dimage. Dry weather, cold high winds and freezes 
have been prevailing in certain sections of the 
Northwest and a perfect how! of despair floats into 
speculative centers from the farmers of the disaster, 
reatened regions. A continuance of these un- 
favorable weather conditions will cre- 
ate a perfert panic, coming as it would upon the cer- 
tainty of ajshort crop in the winter wheat belt. Now 
that this gountry is morally certain of a short wheat 
crop, spefulative attention is drawn more and more 
t that stocks in many of our largest accumu- 
enters are very near down to the 
„of the elevator bins. The visible is 
,000,000 bu smaller than a year ago, but 
moaspof this is in the Northwest or on the lakes. Of 
30 per cent is thus placed, 
st only 5,000, bu is availabie at 
Withashort winter wheat crop and 
xceptionally small 3 in sight of old winter 
wheat, speculation vors the bull side, and 
is playing it. Fine crop and unresponsive market 
conditions abroad are not much regarded now. The 
bull craze is on, bulls peculation has full sway.and as 
a trader remarked, *‘A man might just as well try to 
to stop a cable car as this advance in Wheat. This 
trader knows, because he tried to stop it.

By contrast with the life and activity, the violent 
changes in price and the whoop and hurrah in the 
speculative market, wheat has presented an almost 
corpse-like appearance.

One large line of Jtah was 
put on the market but not sold, while 
a single shipment of 237,000 bbis, presumably from 
Texas, was received by a 12 oel dealer. ‘The 
competition for the limited receipts of Missourt and 
similar medium woels caused a hardening of values. 
Outside prices were freely paid and less discrimina- 
tion, was shown on coarse and in feriorwools, resulting

anufacturers respon very 
rices, though there has been an actual 

stern markets, owing to the light 
stocks of desirable des there and the immediate 
necessities of manufacturers. Wool at the seaboard, 
however, has been relatively cheaper than in the 
West, so that values here are still above most 
Eastern ideas. The future of the staple 
rests — with speculative middlemen. Manu- 
facturers will not boom it. In fact they cannot af- 
ford to. The prospective increase of the tariff on 
wool and woolens did not appear to stimulate the 
great auction sales of flannels in New York during the 
week, forthe prices realized varied from last year’s 
to 10, 15 and even 20 per cent decline on some kinds. 
This was to expected after the two open 
winters, and renders manufacturers rather cautious 
in view of the increased wool ciip, declining 
markets abroad for competing wool and woolens, 
and the absence of any ussurance that the tariff will 
pass both houses, and when it will go into effect if it 
does. Worsted manufacturers have been about the 
best patrons of the leading market. The Dingle 
bill, raising the duty on worsteds to a level with 
woolens, has received the President's signature, and 
isnowa law. This has stimulated the demand for 
this class of woolen oods, and causes 

freer movement 0 staple wools, 

particularly the cheaper varieties of sound territory 
stock. Owing to the lateness of the clip the receipts 
of new wools willbe very large, all at one time. and 
values will then receive a crucial test. Meanwhile 
there will be an active demand for current offerings, 
with a promise ofa fairly satisfactory season to all 
concerned, if values are regulated legitimately and 
not by speculation as they were last year.

The following extracte from Gov. Nicholls’ 
message will be read with interest. This 
message is known throughout Louisiana as 
the suppressed message in consequence of 
the manner in which the Lottery Co. 
and ies aliles have succeeded in keeping it 


from the public eye: : 

I deem it my duty to refer anticipation to 
a measure which will beyond question come 
before you. I allude to an attempt which will 
be made on behalf of the Louisiana Lottery 
Co. to extend or renew its charter. I am 
told that it has been suggested that this 
is a matter of transcendant importance to 
the State, that it should be brought for- 
ward in the shape of a resolation submitting 
a proposition of that company to the popular 
vote as a constitutional amendment; that 
in voting for such a resolution the individual 
member expresses no opinion—passes on no 
issue, but transfers all responsibility from 
himself to the peoplo. ' 

Whatever may be the form of action 
selected, the submission by the General 
Assembly of any proposition to the 
people as a constitutional amendment 
necessarily involves the prior consideration, 
and the prior approval by that body of the 
matter to be submitted. The idea that a gen 
eral assembly can receive and transmit a 
proposition without affirmative approbative 
action is utterly untenable, and no member 
can vote for such submission without placing 
upon the proposition submitted the stamp of 
his individual approval and without commit- 
ting himselt to its propriety, its fitness and its 
wisdom. 

The factthatsuch a corporation is essen- 
tially a money making concern, 

COINING MILLIONS OF DOLLARS, 
makes It especially sensitive to anything that 
touches its money interests; and its con- 
stantiy increasing profits and reserve fund 
would afford it in money a powertul instru- 
ment in working out its ends. 

Once establish in that way a gorporation of 
that character, and we shail haye among us a 
concern with all its interests and instincts 
tending to wrong and to the employment of 
pliant and dishonest agencies. Leta company 
succeed in such a scheme and it will bend at 
once all its energies and the large means 
under its control to cause to be nominated 
and elected a Governor and General Assembly 
favoring its interests. We would soon bave 

laws so framed, especially the election 
laws, as to exactly suit the wishes and pur- 
poses of that corporation. It would take no 
great length of time for matters to be 80 ar- 
ranged by the statutes and through appoint- 
ments thatthe popular will, though repeat- 
edly expressed against this institution, would 
never be announced. he whole elec- 
tion machinery of the State would be placed, 
substantially and practically, in its hands and 
ali the officials of Louisiana would hold office 
under ite dictation and subject to its demands. 
In other words, we come would squarely back 
to the condition of things against which the 
people of this State struggied so long from 
1868 to 1877, and from which they freed 
themselves Dy a movement only short of 
a revolution. Itis my deliberate conviction 
that this power of money control given toa 
gambling corporation could be turned at any 
time and at any moment, without the slight- 
est compunction, against the virtuous, the 
good, the intelligent people of this State, and 
against its property interests. 

If the idea recently advanced that the 
presence among us ofa lottery is a boon and 
a blessing were entertained seriously and 
really by any large part of our population, 
we would not be entitled to rate very high in 
the scale of civilizatiom or of morality either 
Private or public. 

THAT INSTITUTION OUGHT TO BE DESTROYED 
on both political and moral grounds. Lot- 
terles not only fall under the classification of 
— but of gambling of the very worst 

escription. The Supreme Cours of the 
United States, speaking on that subject, 
said: ‘‘Experience has shown that the 
common forms of gambling are com- 
paratively innocuous when placed in 
contrast with the widespread pestilence 
of lotteries, The former are con- 
fined to a few persons and places, but the lat- 
ter infest the whole community. It enters 
every dwelling, it reaches every class, it 
preys upon the hard earnings of the poor and 
it plunders the ixnorant and simple.’’ 

The possibility of winning a large amount 
for the outiay of a comparatively 
insignificant sum tis in glowing  col- 
ors most seductively brought for- 
ward, but the great improbability of any 
particular person being thus the winner is 
judictousiy kept in the background. The 
system of lotteries is based upon a well di- 
gested plan, and is founded upon the ‘‘doc- 
trine of chances being scientifically turned 
in favor of the lottery company. 

The chances are vastiy larger in favor ofa 
lottery company as against one of its ticket- 
bolders than they are in fayor of the profes- 
sional gambler as against the ordinsry player 
5 what is called the ordinary forms of gam- 
bling. 

© g THE CHARACTER OF THE BUSINESS 
ana the chances of gain are best exemplified 
by she value of the stock of the present lot- 
tery vompany, the par value of which is $100 
per sitere, while the market value as quoted 
recentiy exceeds $1,200. This proves beyond 
the possibility of adoubt thateven if the 
mere placing of tickets in the wheel and the 
drawing therefrom be honestly done, the sys- 
tem itself is radically wrong and dishonest.

Why the Movement Was started to Termi- 
nate the Great Fraud. 


The following is a copy of a circular letter 
issued by the Anti-Lottery League of Louis- 
iana forwarded to the Posr-Disrarok.

Society built on such a 
foundation would almost of necessity bring 
forth a population of speculators and gam- 
blers, living on the expectation of what by 
the casting of lots, or by lot, chance or other- 
Wise, might be awarded! to them from 
the accumulation of others.’’ Chief Justice 
Waite in 101 U. 8. Repts., 821. 

The Louisiana 1 Co. was chartered by 
the Legisiature of this State in 1868 for twenty- 
five years from January 1, 1869, its charter ex- 
piring therefore December 31, 1893. 

EVERYTHING KEPT SECRET. 

It is not a State Institution, except as it may 
be improperly so called from the fact that is 
received its charter from the State. It isa 
private corporation carried on for the benefit 
of its stockholders who are believed to be vir- 
tually less than twenty in number. About five 
ot them control a very large majority of the 
stock. All the corporate proceedings of the 
lottery company, the roll uf its stockholders, 
the numbers of shares held by each of them, 
the dividends paid, the expenses incurred 
and the objects of those expenses—in short, 
all its Internal workings are carefully con- 
cealed from the public and information con- 
cerning the same is denied to any one who is 
not astockholder. The 10, 000 shares of the 
stock of the lottery company—none of which 
is onthe market—are quoted at $12,000,000 
The face value of the stock is $100 per share, 
and itis quoted as worth over 51, 200 per share. 

We bave reason to believe that certain pre- 
ferred stock holders, who are very few in 
number, take one-half of the net profits and 
then share the other half with the ordinary 
stockholders. We believe that for a number 
of years past the annual dividends in which 
the ordinary stockholders share, have largely 
exceeded 100 per cent on the face value of the 
stock, reaching in the year 1889, 170 per cent. 
We also believe that the semi-aunual dividend 
paid in January, 1880. amounted to 115 per cent 
op the face value. These dividends repre- 

nt one-half of the declared profits. For in- 
stance, the 170 per cent dividend for 1889, was 
distributed to the stockholders after the pre- 
ferred stockholders bad received a similiar 
dividend of 170 per cent maklag therefore, a 
total distribution to the stockholders of de- 
clared profits of $3,400,000 for the single year 
1889—after payment of all expenses and the 
setting aside of an enormous reserve fund 
3 doubtiess amounts to milllons of dol- 
ars. 

DEFRAUDING THE STATE. 

The Lottery Uo. has never @aid a cent of 
taxes. Taxes on the quoted value of its stock 
alone would amount to about #60,000 each 
year. The only revenue whicu the State de- 
rives from it is an annual payment of $40,000. 

The charter of the Lottery Co. was repealed 
by the Legislature of 187%, which called the 
Constitutional Convention ofthat year. The 
convention, notwithstanding the repeal, re- 
vived the charter of the Lottery Co. and de- 
clared that it should continue in force until 
the time originally fixed for its expiration 
(3let December, 1893). The vote in the Con- 
stitutional Convention on the recognition of 
the Lottery Uo. was very close, being, at one 
stage of the proceedings, a tie of 59 to 59 
However, the final result was a victory to the 
Lottery Co by a majority of a few votes. In 
that convention it was asserted that all the 
Lottery Co. asked was to be permitted to exist 
for the term originally fixed.

5. Making all the above lottery matter un- 
mallable. When the same is unsealed, em- 
2 and directing the Post- 
master General to prevent its transmittal 
through the mails, or its delivery from any 
post-office, When mail matter is sealed, and 
the Postmaster General is satisfied it contains 
prohibited lottery matter, making it discre- 
tionary with him to prevent its transmittal 
through the mails, or its delivery from any 
post-office, after notice tothe sender or ad- 
dressee, as the case may be, to show that it 
does not contain prohibited lottery matter 
and failuresotoshow. Making the action of 
the Postmaster General in ali such cases final 
and conclusive. Denying any injunction or 
other process against such action of the Post- 
master General. 

6. Making violations of Nos. 1, 2, 8 and 4 
above, continuous offenses rendering the 
offender liable to prosecution in the federal 
district in which the mailing takes place or in 
any one of the federal districts through which 
the prohibited lottery matter may be con- 
veyed from the time it is deposited in the post- 
office to the time when it is received by the 
addressee. 

7. Providing that in all criminal prose- 
cutions for mailing lottery tickots, circulars, 
ete., proof of the mailing of the prohibited 
matter shall create a conclusive presumption 
that the active president, manager, Owner or 
lessee of the lottery knew of such mailing and 
of the character of the matter, provided the 
same was mailed in the course of the lottery’s 
business. Similarly,in prosecutions for mall- 
Ing newspapers containing lottery advertise- 
ments, the active owner, lessee or manager of 
the newspaper shall be conclusively presumed 
to have had guilty knowledge of the mailing, 
whenever the same is done in the course of the 
newspaper's business. 

8. Providing a mode—to be surrounded by 
most careful safeguards—by which letters con- 
— prohibited lottery matter may be 
opened under a search warrant issued by a 
United States Judge or United States Commis- 
sioner. The United States Supreme Court has 
heid that sealed letters may be opened under 
proper judicial process. 

THE POSTAL SERVICE IMPROPERLY EMPLOYED. 
A Federal statute containing the features we 
have outlined, would, we know, prove fatal 
to the Louisiana Lottery Co. Itis a deplora- 
ble fact, which must be patent to all, that the 
United States Postal Service is the means used 
by the lottery company for the debasement of 
national morals. It is clear that if the lottery 
company were deprived of the instrumental 
ties necessary to reach the peopie of other 
States of the Union, its existence would ter- 
minate instantly. 
The people of Louisiana are aroused on this 
momeutous subject. Anti-Lottery Leagues 
are springing up all over this State. No effort 
will be spared to prevent the perpetuation of 
the lottery company. But we havea right to 
the powerful assistance of the National Gov- 
ernment,which can, if it will, anninilate the 
Louisiana Lottery Co. at one blow.

By the jaw of its existence the lottery com- 
pany is compelled to struggle unceasingly to 
control all the governmental agencies of this 
State. Itknows full well that whether it be 
chartered by an act of the Legislature or by 
recognition in the State Constitution, it can- 
not acquire vested right (Stone vs. Mississippi, 
vol. 101 U. 8. Reports, page 814.) Therefore, 
no agreement or contract could be entered in- 
to with the lottery company by which it could 
be made to feel secure and thus become indit- 
ferent to politics. It could not disarm if it 
would. 

Itis manifest from the above statements 
that a perilous crisis is now upon us.

All 
ballots received will be stored as they come, 
not to be touched until the elec- 
tion is over. Voters are requested 
to ald in preserving this secrecy by not 
marking their envelopes, te., with either 
the names ofthe teachers voted for or the 
number of ballots they contain. Direct them 
as provided in the rules, but give no other in- 
dication of the contents. When you bring or 
send your votes to this office they will be de- 
posited in a huge safe by the judges and under 
their control, there to lie under lock and key 
untl after the election is deciared at an end 
on Wednesday, May 2%. Under this arrange - 
ment no one can tell what'the result will be un- 
til it will de too late to take advantage of such 
knowledge.

It was not deemed advisable to 
purchase the charter of a trust company al- 
ready in existence, as was proposed. To 
avold the notoriety incidental to obtaining a 
new charter In this State the organizers went 
to Kentucky, where they applied to the Leg- 
islature for the incorporation of the Ameri- 
can Bank Trust & Guarantee Co.“ It was 
specified by the charter that the directors 
should have power to change the name 
at their. pleasure, and one of 
their first official acts was to take 
advantage of this privilege. The capital stock 
of the American company was fixed at $50,000 
in cash, but the clause was inserted that the 
Board of Directors should have the power to 
increase this capital from time to time and to 
such an extent as they might. deem best for 
the interests ofthe company. The only for- 
mality necessary for the increase of the capi- 
tal was to fille a certificate under seal of the 
company with the Kentucky Secretary of 


State. 
THE CHARTER. 


This charter is said by some of the gentle- 
men Interested to be the only one of ite kind 
in the United States andto be extraordinary 
in the special privileges it gives. It provides 
that in additiön to the ordinary shares or 
capital stock the airectors may iseue from time 
to time, to an extent not to exceed one-fifth 
of the number of ordinary shares, certificates 
to be known as ‘‘founders’’’ shares, which 


will have no designated value and shall form 
no part ofthe capital stock. These ‘‘found- 
ers’ shares“ may be issued for such purposes 
as the directors may decmproper. A portion 
ofthe annual profits may be set aside for 
these shares, but no dividend can be paid 
upon them until at least 6 per cent has been 
paid upon the ordinary stock. This system 
of ‘‘founders’’’ shares has been very popular 
in Europe for seme years, but has never been 
introduced in this country until now, 
ably the most liberal section of 
charter is one providing that stock 
holders shall be liable to the company’s 
creditors only to the extent of any unpaid 
subscriptions they may have made, but that 
their private property shall not otherwise be 
liable forthe corporate debts, and the paid 
up shares are non-assessable. The great 
object of the rs is to open a compara. 
tively new field of financial operations, which 
can be developed to enormous proportions. 
It intends to guarantee the interest on rail- 
way bonds. The idea is that when a road is 
in course of construction it usually has to sell 
its bonds at about gt ey | per cent of their 
face vaiuc in order to obtain money for con- 
struction and then has to pay high interest 
on the full amount. The Universal Oo. will 
guarantee this interest, and take from ten to 
fifteen per cent of the aggregate amount 
guaranteed for its compensation. The bank 
can then dispose of the guaranteed bonds ata 
large advance. The directorssay ina state- 
ment that they have just prepared:

MAJ- HARLOW’S PLANS FOR AQUICK COL- 
LECTION SYSTEM. 


He Wants to Put a Mechanical Conveyor in 
the Tunnel to Carry Mail From the East 
End to the Post-Ofice—A Pneumatic 
Tube tothe Relay Depot—An Ingenious 
Scheme. 


OSTMASTER HAR- 
LOW has made some 
original and useful 
suggestions to the 
postal authorities in 
past years, but now 
he has an idea which 
for cleverness tops 
them all. The postal 
systems in large 
cities are being re- 
duced now to such a 
nice point that min- 
utes are looked after 
more curefully than 
dollars and every 
time saving appliance or scheme is readly 
adopted by the postal department. 
Post-office men are puzzling their brains to 
discover means by which collections can be 
bastened or deliveries facilitated, how the 
distribution of wall may be simplified and 
particularly how every minute may be saved 
before the departure of trains, so that mail 
may be received up to the last moment, for 
every minute means probably 1,000 letters 
which will be sent on their way that night if 
time is economized, but must lay over in the 
Post-office until next day if there is any loss of 
the precious moments. | 

The wagon system was introduced because 
it was found that a great deal of time was lost 
by the distributors waiting for the carriers to 
come in from the different sections of the city 
and when they did come they came all to- 
gether and sometimes threw sucha heap of 
letters, papers and parcels on the dis- 
tributors that they could not all be 

otten ready for the trains. Then ‘the 

arge boxes were put up and the carriers in- 
stead of taking the mailto the office deposit 
it in the large receptacies, from which it is 
taken every half-hour by the wagon men. By 
this means the mall is collected earlier and is 
bandied in installments. The saving of time 
is great and it has resulted in a marked im- 
provement in the service. 

THE RAPID DELIVERY. 

But Maj. Harlow now has a pian which, If it 
can be carried out, will resuit in a much 
uroater time-saving than the wagon system. 
He first thought of laying tubes to one or two 
business centers and collecting the mall from 
those districts by pneumatic power, but as he 
gave the matter thought a more feasible and 
much more economical scheme suggested 
itself, and there seems to be no reason why it 
should not be put into practical oper- 
ation, The expense of laying the tubes 
was a at obstacie to odyvercome, 
for the department would be required to ex- 
pend a large amount of money on an experi- 
ment, but Maj. Harlow thought of the tunnel.

Fourth, two on Broadway, one on Sixth and 
one on Seventh, so thatthe street, already a 
center, would be an excellent place for such a 
system. The advantage would be the same 
over the wagon system that it has proved 
over the carrier system.

An- 
other advaptage in this would be in receiving, 
tor incoming trains could drop their mall at 
the Relay Depot and it could be sent by the 
pneumatic tube to the Post-office here. It 
would arrive and be in the hands of the clerks 
before the train on which it came had crossed 
the bridge.

One which they 
have prepared and will submit to the Gover- 
nor for his approval is an entirely 
new law governing State banks, 
requiring all private ang State banks 
to publish sworn statements quarterly 

Another important change recommended 
will be the establishment of a Board of Publig’ 

Works, totake charge, in conjunction with 

the State Architect, of all work done by the 

State on puoplic buildings. As it is now, 

the buildings being erected by the State are 

under the charge of different boards, not se- 
lected as possessing any practical knowledge 
of the construction of balldings. Experience 
has jshown thatthis method of doing public 
work is not economical andis very unsatis- 
factory. Thechange contemplated will put 
allexpenditures of money for public bulld- 
ings under the responsible management 
of one board and one architect, and 
showing their assets and liabilities, and other- 
wise to place them under many of the re- 
strictions now imposed by law upon national 
banks. They will also recommend such 
changes in the law relating to assess ment and 
taxation as will result in bringing the assessed 
value of all property up to its true value. 
While this isthe letter as well as the spirit 
of the law now, yetthe practice is universal 
and notorious all over the State to assess 
property at from one-tenth to one- halt of its 
real value. By this unjust system, a citizen 
of one county is made to pay four 
or five times as much of the 
State taxes as a citizen of some 


other county owning property of equal value. 
will undoubtedly result in a great saving to 
the State. It has not been the design of the 
committee to make numerous changes, or 
recommend any startling innovations, but in 
the main, to remedy such defects in existing 
statutes as experience has shown to exist, 
harmonize conflicting provisions of law, re- 
peal duplicate and obsolete provisions, and 
in goneral to make the law in relation to these 
matters plainer and more easily understood; 
and to cut down expenses as much as pos- 
sible.

HOW TO FIX THE FLAG, 


A Suggestion as to the Arrangoment of the 
Stars and Stripes. 


To the Editor of the Post Dispatch: 

The writer begs leave to ask for space in the 
columns of your journal for the purpose of 
answering the implied invitation which ap- 
peared in one of the army and navy journals 
some time in the early part of last summer, 


to suggest the best means of rearranging the 
galaxy of stars in the National flag. rom 
this journal was learned the fact that to the 
Navy Department wes confided the duty of 
making and distributing the flags; and that, 
by reason of the great accessiou of new States 
and the consequent task of adding an equal 
number of stars in the already crowded field, 
they were greatly embarrassed in accomplish- 
ing the work. 

The writer sincerely sympathizes with the 
artists in thelr arduous labors, for he has no- 
ticed for many years that the magnitude and 
consequent beauty of the stars was steadily 
waning and wondered that the people at large 
had not noticed the unweicome change, But 
how could it be otherwise. The first fag only 
contained thirteen, while the last had forty- |. 
two—that is, threefold the original number 
and three over—in the first grouped artisti- 
cally, while in the last they were crowded 
together like bees in a hive. 

What, then, can be done to remedy the 
giaring defect? To enlarge the field would be 
to disturb the just proportions of the flag. To 
enlarge the flag in equal ratio to the increased 
space required for the stars would endanger 
its safety and probably insure its destruction 
in the first high wind. But the people so love 
the flag that they could not tolerate any mate- 
rialchange. Let us, then, replace the ola 
galaxy of thirteen stars. which is as many as 
the field was intended to contain. ut the 
others are not to be left outin the cold. Let 
us have a supplemental banner whereon 
to display the full complement, some- 
thing like the Blue Jack of the navy, and 
permissible to be used more extensively. 

This is an important matter, for the great 
mass of the peopie living far away from the 
seaboard who have, perhaps, never seen the 
Biue Jack, but, under this proposed new 
arrangement, they would have ocular demon- 
stration ofthe more than triple increase in 
the number of organized States.

THE CONGRESSIONAL STENOGRAPHER AND 
THE BIG PAY HE GETS 


What It Coste to Eeport the Proceedings in 
Congress The Veteran Stevegraphers 
ef the House and Senate—The Great 
Skill Required—Stenocraphic Work and 

Pay in Washington — Private Setreta- 


ries and Their Utties.

WaSHINGTON, May 15. 
HE stéenographers of 
the House of Represen- 
tatives have been 
worked nearly to death 
during the past twe 
weeks. The long 
winded discussions of 
he a the tariff have been 
— —ä—̃. interspersed with the 
r running fire of debate 
. and the full corps of 
; $5,000 men have been 
kept busy might and day. It is ossibdle to 
conceive the difficulty of reporting’the Rouse 
during sucha discussion. A half-dozen men 
are often speaking at once, and Blount of 
Georgia, Cannon of Illinois, Mills of Texas 
and MoKinley of Ohio are often shouting at 
each other at the same time at the tops of 
their voices. The reporters take their note- 
books and rush Into the melee and get every 
word as itis uttered. One man is always on 
duty, and sometimes more. The reporters 
have desks directiy in front of the Speaker 
and on a level with the House floor, 
and the work of reporting 18 
done by relays. One will take notes 
say for twenty minutes, and he will then be 
relieved by another while the first goes down 
to the transcribing-room lu the basement of 
the Capitol ana writes ont bis notes. Until! 
very recently this transcribing was done by 
redictating the notes to another shorthand 
man, who in turn translated his notes and put 
them down on paper for the Congressional Rec- 
ord. Now the most of the stenographers use 
the graphophone. As soon as they leave the 
House they sit down before one of these little 
machines run by electricity and talk off their 
notes into it. An ordinary typewriter can

take them from the graphophone, and the ex- 
pense of transcription is much less. The 
transcribing-room is one of the busiest places 
of the Capitol. No talking is allowed in it, 
and the only sounds that are heard are the 
low but distinct tones of dictation and the 
rattle of the typewriter. 

There are five official reporters of the 
House, each of whom gets $5,000 a year, with 
the excep tion ofthe chief, John J. eEfhone, 
who has 8 salary of $6,000. McElhone is one 
of the oldest and most efficicient reporters of 
the United States. He was the first man to 
report the House verbatim, and before he un- 
dertook it it was supposed to be impossible. 
He had been a reporterin the Senate, and he 
contracted for the reporting of the Lower 
House in connection with John C. Rives, the 
FOUNDER OF THE ‘‘CONGRESSIONAL GLOBRE.’’ 
This was in 1850, and McEibone has been re- 
porting from that day to this. He is now be- 
sinning his forty-ninth session of Congress, 
and he is more efficient to-day than he was 

years ago. He bas a curious way of 
He pays no attention to the me- 
chanical part of his work, and his system is 
the Pitman system in its simplest form. He 
is so thoroughly posted upon legislation and 
public questions that he knows what each 
man ought to say, and he keeps up with the 
thought as he goes along. He criticises every 
sentence and his hand follows his brain like 
& piece of machinery. He is one 
of the fastest thinkers among our public 
men and he thinks as fast as he writes. He is 
a man of fine literary culture, has studied law 
and he has one ofthe finest private libraries 
of Washington, including many old and rare 
books. He wasforatime a newspaper cor- 
respondent in connection with his reporting 
of the debates and he wrote letters for a long 
time forthe Philadeiphia Press. When Lewis 
Cass was Secretary of State under Buchanan 
he offered McEIbone one of the foreign mis- 
sions, but he refused itand he will probably 
remain inthe harness as lo as be lives. 
McElhone can report equally well with both 
hands and he often shifts his pencil from one 
hand to the other during a busy day of the

Following a Popular Speaker. 
He has a son of about 20 who ls the 
youngest stenographer on the House side and 
ae promises to be as expert a reporter as his 
er. 

These five reporters are always on hand a 
few minutes before the meeting of the House. 
They divide the work between them. Each 
one takes a column of the Record and the man 
who gets the first assignment is seated in his 
desk at the time that the Speaker’s gavel 
falis. From this time on he takes everything, 
from Chaplain Milburn’s prayer to one of 
Congressman Holman’s rasping speeches. He 
is responsible for an intelligent and accurate 
report of all that occurs, and he must know 
everything that is going on. Every sound 
that is uttered in the way of debate or in 
asides must fall upon the tympanum of his 
ear, and if he should miss a word he could 
not stop to recover it, in the necessity of 

eping up with that which follows. The ay- 
erage speaking of both House and Senate is 
not over 150 words per minute, but at. times a 
member will shout out aun avalanche of new 
phrases. ö 8 
at the rate of 200 words per minute, and there 
have been 8 who have uttered 225 
words. Tom Reed talks like a steam engine, 
and his spasmodic utterances sometimes 
reach the 220-word limite. Mills rattles out 
175 words a minute. Crisp of Georgia utters 
on the average 160 words sg fe. each sixty 
seconds, and Allen of Mississippi is another 
frsttaiker. Judge Holman sslowly and 
deliberately. McKiniey bas an unpleasant 
way of letting his voice fail at the end of 
every sentence,and his concluding words are 
vory indistinct.

The House has its 
fixed reporters to whom it pays fixed salaries. 
The Senate lumps the job and gives it to 
Dennis F. Murphy, who engages to 79 
accurate reports of ali that is done for $25,000 
a year. The session of Congress iasts 
from three to eight months, so you see that 
the pay is very fair. Out 
this $25,000, however, Mr. Murphy has to hire 
his assistants and he has under him some of 
the mostefficient reporters of the country. 
His own connection with Congress is even 
longer than that of McElhone, and he began 
to — 75 here in 1848, and as a boy he was en- 
aged in reporting the debates in the Senate 
n which Calhoun, Websterand Tom Benton 
articipated. He reported the trial of Mrs. 
urratt and the others who were implicated in 
the assassination of Lincoln, andhe has more 
curious reminiscences packed away in his 
little head than any other man in Washing- 
ton. He began to report for the Senate when 
he was only 14 years old, and he has had 
full charge ofthe Senate reports since 1869. 
He told me one day that speaking in the 
United States Senate was increasing in speed. 
„Webster, said he, was avery siow talker 
and he did not average over a hundred words 
a minute. He dealt in rounded periods and 
was not a hard man to report. Henry Clay 
rolled out about 150 words 
minute and Calhoun started 
but roused u as he 
on, and he frequently spoke as fastas Mr. 
Clay. Jefferson Davis was one of the fine 
speakers of the past, abounding in classical 
allusiens, and one of the fastest speakers I 
have ever known was Sargent of California, 
who once spoke for two hours and averaged 
200 words per minute during the whole time. 
There was a debate here some years ago on 
the District of Columbia bonds which lasted 
about four hours and which by actual calcula- 
tion averaged between 190 and 200 words per 
minute. The average of speaking in the Sen- 
ate to-day isnot, [think over 150 words per 
minute. Thelate Senator Beck was a very 
fast peaker and he frequeptly wilted his 
shirt collar With the perspiration of bis 
earnestness.

ofthe Senate. He gr ws excited aud rolls out 
hie words at the rate of 200 per minute. In- 
alle talks more deliberately, and Sherman 

oes not speak over 150 words per minute. 
Senator Hawley is another fast speaker. He 
speaks 200 words in 60 seconds, and only the 
best of reporters can follow him. Senator 
Plumb moves his jaws with the same speed 
that he does his right arm in gestures, and he 
is another 200-word speaker. The reporters 
do not like him. Senator Morgan speaks very 
deliberately, and be is good for an hour any 
time he takes the floor. Kenna Is a good 
talker, and Cullom la not a hard man tore- 

ort. Anthony Higgins of Delaware articu- 
ates every syliapie, and Frank Hiscock of 
New York spouts out his words like a school- 
boy delivering an orationi George F. Hoar 
talks at times very fast, but his speeches 
are usually deliberate. Edmunds has a 
very free delivery, and Joe Brown of Georgia 
speaks as though his tongue was run by 
machinery, and could go no faster or no slow- 
er than it does. John G. Spooner at times 
reaches 200 words. Leland Stanford talks 
slowly. Stewart of Nevada averages 175 words, 
and George Vest often rises to 200. Evarts 
gives out his 400-word sentences at about 150 
words per minute. He is never in a hurry, 
and his mind isso clear that his words come 
regularly. Blair talks for hours and at the 
same even rate of speed. Allison speaks in 
the same suave manner that he acts, and Zeb 
Vance of North Carolina, though he usually 
talks at the rate of two words to the second, 
often rises to three and frequently to four 
words. With all of these Speakers Dennis F. 
Murpby is at home, and the fastest of hem do 
not phase him. 

Dennis F. Murphy does not weigh more than 
12 pounds. Heis a pleasant-faced, brown- 
whiskered, slightly bullt man of 60 years of 
age. He was born in Cork, but be has lost all 
bis Irish brogue since he came here, and he is 
an American in tue fullest sense. He revises 
all the manuscript before it goes to the print- 
ers, and he works regularly in the Senate.

PAID THE REPORTERS $20,000 APIECE. 

Many of the most expert type-writers of the 
Unit States are bert and there is a little 
biack-eyed fellow who now acts as secretary 
for Robert Parke, the General Passenger 
Agent for the Pennsylvania Rallroad Co. 
here, who can take down seventy words a 
minute on nis caligraph, and I have myself 
dictated to him at the rate of 8,000 words per 
hour. He takes the dictations directly on the 
type-writer and you get your as fast as 
you dictate the words. Many the news- 
paper men of Washington use shorthand 
amanuenses — hardly ome of them now 
writes his corréspondence out with a nen. He 
either dictates to the graphopbone, to the 
ty pe- writer or to a stenographer, or manipu- 
lates the type writer „ composi as 
he goes along and rattling out his thoughts 
upon tne keys. 

And still the demand for stenographers in 
Washington is on the increase. Every month 
or two tbe Civil Service Commission adver: 
tises for new stenographers and typewriters 
and the business colleges ofthe capital are 
turning out hundreds every month. Good 
men never luck work, but the efficient private 
secretary embraces many more gualificatioas 
than the mere taking down of Words from 
another man’s mouth. The best of the pri- 
vate secretaries here have, on the average, as 
much sense as their masters. They must, if 
they serve a Senator or Representative, know 
all about the departments and be able to look 
up a pension case or a land claim, to compose 
a letter or to dratt a bill. Not a few of them 
look up the materials for their speeches 
and some even write the speeches 
themselves. Many public men dictate their 
speeches to their stenographers before they 
deliver them, and the stenographer is sup- 
posed to put on the finishing touches and to 

ve back the complete oration in type-writ- 
ng to his Senator. Most of the bureau officers 
do not answer the most of their correspond- 
ence themselves. A chief will take u letter 
and tell his private secretary to write a nice 
reply refusing or granting a request, and the 
man is 9 to be able to put this in ship- 
shape so that the chief will not be sshamea of 
it. Certain classes of letters never meet tie 

ublic man's eye. The secretary understands 

y experience what is to done with the oase, 
and he answers it himeelf. In this

very Important man at Washington, and the 
office ot private secretary tothe President is 
fully aw important as that of any of the cabi- 
net ministers.

Men seem to have been very observant of the 

phenamena of nature and they usually 

guessed at the causes without much care as 
to the plausibility of their theories. 

Among these knotty questiuns that have 
engaged the attention of the servants of 
other ages were many connected with the 
mysterious sea. Ite origin, ite uses, its ulti- 
mate destiny were things more taiked about 
than the various. problems connected with 
more important reiations of nature to man. 

The saltiness of the ‘‘briny deep’’ was one 
of these problems. The natural solution of 
this, now familiar to every school boy, did 
not occur to these wiseacres, who sought for 
it in every direction but the right one. Some 
of their quaint reasons for the existence of salt 
water are ofinterest, and there are besides 
many curious notions connected with this 
property of sea water that are hardly yet 
extinct in every land. Perhaps the earliest 
use in literature of the term, the salt sea, is 
found in Numbers xxxiv., where this name 
is applied to the Mediterranean, to distin- 
guish it from the salter Dead Sea. Fishermen 
and sallors in Upper Bfittany still call the sea 
the Salt Grandmother,’’ and English sailors 
frequently allude to it as the briny,’’ and 
are themselves ‘‘old salts.“ There are several 
problems relating to the salty deep. On 
every side the sea is salt,’’ says the insular 
Sicillan. ‘‘Saitas the sea, says the Breton 
of his soup. Salt the sea and the fish ton, is. 
to salt too much’’ is another saying from the 
same locality. A Duteh proverb runs 
There is more water to drink in a well than 
in the sea,’’ and another, ‘‘There is more te 
drink (for health) in a bottle than In the sea.

These sailors say that the sea will 
become more salt as more of such ships are 
swallowed up by it.

can guide and control your horse very easily. 
ember, however, to always have your 
right hand free in case of accident. 

Be sure to get your horse bitted properly. 
You must get a bit that your horse likes. 
Some horses will almost pull your arms out 
witb a severe bit, but will give no trouble at 
all it you puta leather or rubber dit in their 
mouths. Again, you may have your horse 
checked too high. I consider this hard and 
cruel on the horse that may have been on the 
road all the afterhoon, and itis sure to Irri- 
tate him so that in many cases he will com- 
mence to act badly. Lengthen your check to 
a reasonable extent and you will ud, lu nine 
cases out of ten, it will benefit both the horse 
and yourself. 

As to the use of the whip, I have noticed 
many amateur drivers who whip their horses 
for every little mistake, such as shying, etc. 
A whip is like a very poisonous drug that must 
be used seldom and in small quantities. If I 
said that under no circumstances should you 
whip a horse, I think I would not be far 
wrong, for it only adds fuel to the fire. 
If a horse should shy when driving, 
try and make him. acquainted, in the most 
peaceable way you can, withthe object he is 
affuid of. You must teach your horse to have 


confidence in you, and when he once has this

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that the amateur drivers in New Tork and 
vicinity are the best reinsmen in the worid. 
There are some men, however, who should 
never be allowed to own a horse, for they 
bave no sense. A great many rich men go and 
buy horses and don’t know,the first thing 
aboutthem, and the natural consequence is 
that although they may have the best inten- 
tions they ill-use their horse so grossly that 
he becomes prematurely broken down. They 
muy drive him to excess and, not knowing 
how to take care of him afterwards, leave it to 
ignorant or lazy grooms who don’t care what

„But I want to tell you about a pecullar 


thing I have often noticed. I have seen 
amateur drivers who would buy a horse 
and day after day bang him along till 
one would think he must be made 


of iron to stand it; yet that horse would keep 
onimproving. Whythis is, I don’t know, 
but nearly every driver in the profession will 
tell you he has met cases of this kind in his 
own experience. 

‘fOngthe other hand, we have many ama- 
teurs whom I consider as fine drivers as there 
are in the land. Take Mr. Rockefeller, for in- 
stance. Now, I myself have learned a great deal 
from him, and I think he can develop and im- 
prove aborse as thoroughly as any man I 
ever saw. 

„„How does he do it? you say. Well, he 
does it because be thinks intelligently. Now, 
if he wants to speed his horses at the track he 

ogs them out slowly, speeds them as much as 

e wishes, and then, instead of tying them up 
under the shed, he lets them amble quietly 
home, and by the time they get there they are 
cooied out nicely and in good condition. 

„It is a great mistake for gentlemen to 
drive out to the track, speed their horses and 
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let them stand under the shed after perhaps 
giving them a drink of cold water. 

Never put cold water into a hot stomach. 
If you must

while he is warm, let him have some water 
that has been standing in the sun and that is 
tepid; but if you give it to him cold out of the 
pumps you stiffen him and make him sore all 
over. Above all, don’t work your horse to 
excess.

M’NAIBR, A BOY TRAMP, 


He Gees Over the Country Without Paying 
Fare—His Experience. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YoRK, May 15.—Frank C. McNair isa 
briaht American boy who knows how to take 
care of himself. When he is at home his post- 
office address is Nunda, N. I., but he is only 
there on rare occasions. McNair, though of 


ender vears, has bad a lively expérience and 
has seen more of this country than most 
young men of his age. What makes the story 
of his travel particularly interesting is that he 
has journeyed thousands of miles on a cash 
capital of very few dollars, and deserves to be 
handed down to posterity in a yellow covered 
novel as The Boy Tramp.“ 

Frank McNair is the son of a well-to-do 
farmer. He received a good — 2 school edu- 
cation. He was ambitions and his smbition 
lay in the direction of travel. His father did 
nat agree with him, and would not contribute 
the necessary cash to start Frank on a sight- 
seeing tour. The boy solved the problem. He 
started out in the spring of 1887 with a tray of 
knives and about $16. He worked his way as 
far West as Omaha and in the fall returned 
home. It was not until July, 1888, that his 
travels really began. 

Hie then, with another young men, began a 
trip which carried him as Tar West as San 
Francisco, and included this country as far 
North as Tacoma, Wash., South as New 
Mexico, and East as Portiand, Me. Frank 
nad a stock of knives worth $4 and a few dol- 
lars for expenses. He stole a ride on a freight 
train to Buffalo and on other trains to Ashta- 
bula, O. With his companion he beat his way 
to Cleveland and thence to Fort Wayne. 
During the summer the two boys sold knives 
in Michigan. 

In October McNair lost track of his friend 
and alone started from Battle Creek, Mieh., 
with the resolve to reach California or know 
the reason why, and in his own language as 
he told a reporter the facts are yiven: 

THE BOY'S STORY. 

„When I left Battie Oreek [had a stock 
knives worth $4 and about $ In cash. I h 
myselfina flat car of a freight train and so 
stole a ride to Chicago.

The Bey Receiving His 
Guests’’ is perhaps the most characteristic of 
allthe Bridgman collection and best worthy 
of attention.

had seen my first jack rabbit, shot at my 
first coyote, and passed immense 
droves of sheep with thelr Mexican 
herders. I had learned the mean- 
ing of aroya, plaza and mesa, had on- 
verted every ‘‘j’’ I met into an '“ end, 
every ‘*h’’ into a w till, under the guition 
of my companion, I thought that the bottoms 
of my feet were toughening very rapidly. 

We were perhaps not more than one-third 
the way out, when there came floating pass 
us a combination of somebrero, boy and 
brencho, which in a hurried sentence in- 
formed my companion (who knew the com- 
bination) thatalady at the ranch was very 
iil, and he was going for the doctor.

A long ride in the keen air of a new country 
caused me to eat too much supper, and that 
together with the ‘‘climatic change’’ made 
nie quite ill the night through, but I bore it 
heroically with the pleasant consciousness 
that only afew rods away was medical aid 
when I must have it.

A GIGANTIC FLOWER, 


A Native of Sumatra That Was Discovered 
a Few Years Ago.

halius Titanum.’’ The plant is a genus of our

THE REPRESENTAIIVES OF THE DISTRICTS 
lying immediately adjacent to the river, were 
formerly the only Congressman who took any 
active interest in preventing obstructions to 
the passage of boats from being erected, and 
the present condition of the Upper Missis- 
sippi, the Ohio, and the Missouri, each of 
which is most seriously hampered by low 
bridges, is the result of the indifference of 
those whose interests were identical with 
those of the river districts, but who were not 
far-sighted enough to perceive it, The 
Uhio especially, has suffered in this 
respect, as the channel of that stream 


is so impeded as to render traffic both diMculs 
‘and dangerous. The damage done by low 
bridges is amply proved by the action of the 
insurance companies, Wo regularly raise the 
rates whenever one is buiit. According to 
the accounts of those familiar with the situa- 
tion at Washington, this state of indifference 
among those not immediately contiguous to 
the great waterways, which has proved so 
disastrous in the past, no longer exists, and 
the e the States that border 
upon the rivers are now a unit against any- 
thing that will tend to raise the cost of trans- 
portation and thereby lessen the value of 
their crops upon the farms.

UP IN A BALLOON, 


Gambetta’s Historic Kscap@ From Paris 
During the Siege, 
From the German, 

Paris had been completely locked in for sev- 
eral days by the Germans, when Gambetta, 
who felt shut in, concluded to make his es- 
cape in an unusual and the only possible way 
~through the air. The balloon Armand 
Barbes was chosen and a start was to be made 
on the 4th of October, but it was a misty day, 
and the following days were also misty. They 
believed it was more dangerous to make an 
ascension at night and in misty weather than 
in the bright daylight, although the air-ship 
was certain to attract the attention of the be- 
siezgers on a bright day. At night thev might 
have landed inthe midst of the Prussians 
without 1 it. 

Gambetta was impatient to leave on the 7th 
of October and in any kind of weather. The 
well-known aeronaunt, Nadar, had made 
Seventy-eight successful ascensions and 80 
had won confidence. He invited a certain 
Trichet to accompany Gambetta and Spoiler 
in the balloon. Nadar represented Trichet to 
be a balloonist, although the latter had only 
made ascensionson fair grounds, and when 
once up ia the air no other thought occupied 
him than to descend to the earth again as 
ee as possible, This thought occupied 

Trichet on this historical trip also. 

On the morning of the 7th of Qptober, 
shortly before 10 o’clock, Gambetta, Trichet 
and Spuller made an ascension, The balicosg 
first few over Saint Quen, upon which the 
besiegers greeted it with bullets, yet it was 
not damaged. Trichet wanted to come down 
then, while Gambetta wanted to go further, 
The first landing was attempted at Chantilly. 
The weather was 8 The farmers were 
working in the fields in great numbers. They 
hurried tothe balloon and held the gondola 
fast. Gambetta informed them of the state of 
affairs in Paris and asked it the Prussians were

When it passed over Creil it was shot at again, 
Trichet again wanted to land. They noticed 
below the premises of a farmyard in which 
there was ammunition stacked.

When 
the balloon neared the earth the supposed 
French soldiers turned outto be Prussians, 
who sent whole volleys at the balloon and

The crowding of 
strangers through the forest was exceedingly 
burdensome to him. In spite of all protesta- 
tions one day he had the tree felled. Then 
money was collected to erecta monument on 
the spot. 

Gambetta never forgot the services of the 
Maire Dupuis, The latter often visited Gam~ 
betta ln Paris and was always admitted to the 
Ministry or the Palais Bourbon unagnounced,

If 

such a principle of ornithological interpreta- 

tion can be shown to hold true invariably, & 

great deal will have been gained in this 
most interesting phase of natural research, 

The following attempt is for the purpose of 
showing the possibility of announeing such & 
principle of interpretation as well as the 
place of the different bird songe on the staff 
in the registers in which they occur. 

Take the red-eyed vireo. This little bird is 
the one that sings most ot all. It is the first 
bird to sing continuously in the spring, the 
last to stop singing in theautumn. It sings 
right on through sun, shower or storm. It 
sings in the top of a tall tree, but never like 
the IIn net, on the wing. It is the 
most earnest singer in the woods, and 


hence it is to be styled the little exhorter or 
preacher of the birds. Day after day, and 
hour afcer hour, in the pulp of a tree, when

EX-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND, 


His Treatment of a Reporter Sent to Inves- 
tigate the Maria Halpin Matter. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

New Lokk, May 15.—While ex- President 
Grover Cleveland is being so roundly abused 
for his treatment of Raporter Crawford it may 
interest the reader to ‘know of an episode in 
the ex-President’s iife that has never been 
published. It was during the time he was 
Governor of the State of New York and a few 
weeks after the convention that nominated 


him for President, Iwas then a representative 
of a New York Republican newspaper and was 
instracted to go to Buffalo aud to invest!

had been its originator. Its course was due 
esst under a roadway that ran down from 
Oarey street to the canal and atright angles to 
the prison tront. On the other side of this 
short street there was a high board fence that 
shut out the space from beyond view of 
the guards. This space was a sort of court- 
yard foranother warehouse tothe east, and 
inthis warehouse great quantities of boxes 
were stored; these boxes had been received 
under flag of truce for the prisoners, but, 
about January 1, 1864, the delivery of them 
ceased and they were nightly looted by our 
guards. 

As the tunnel neared completion my own 
anxiety became so great that rest during the 
day became impossible, for an intense im- 
Pulse was on me fo be at work all the time. I 
found another Kentuckian who was possessed 
Inthe same way. This was Capt. Johnston, 
who could work harder and go longer with- 
out food orsicep than any man I ever met. 

At length, in early February, the tunnel was 
nearly completed and Capt. Johnston was 
missing from roll- cal. The prison was 
searched for him, and the tunnelers, who 
knew where he was, felt cold and nervous till 
Ross told them that Johnston must have 
escaped by bribing one of the guards, as Capt. 
Shelton had done a short time before. 


CHAPTER XIV. K 

Now and then letters were recelved under 
fag of truce, and those were  oc- 
casions never to be forgotten. oon 
after reaching Libby I wrote a num ber ot let- 
ters to my parents and ftriends and one to 
Carrie Brent, in which I explained my situa- 
tion. As our letters could not exceed a page 
In length, and were all read over by the 

rison authorities, I was in despair of hear- 

ng from Carrie, when to my great delight— 
and this on the eve of our exodus from Libby 
IU received an answer from her. 

The part vital to my story I here tran-

Hon, Feb. 4, 1864. 
Mr DEAR CAPT. WATTS—W hile all my sym- 
athies in this cruel war are on the side of 
e Sunny South, still 1 must confess I am 
deeply pained to learn of the misfortune that 


By our united efforts we got off the trousers 
and he was enabled to go on. I handed them 
to him after lemerged from the tunnel, and 
the last Isaw of him, as Howard and I made 
our way south toward the canal, he was put- 
ting his clothes to rights. 

It was a starlight night with a keen frost in 
the air, but it was a royal change from the 
fetid atmosphere ofthe prison. We did not 
hurry, but walked leisurely tothe east. Un- 
der the lamp at the corner of the prison I saw 
a guard standing and I heard his cry: ‘‘O 
o’ clock ; post number 10 and all’s well!’’ ‘‘All’s 
welll’’ echoed Howard as we passed out of 
sigh of the prison and made our way toward the 
railroad, which we had planned to follow for 
a mile or two and then make for the Chicka- 
hominy swamp, in which we were to remain 
in hiding for the day. 

The lateness of the hour favored us. Be- 
yond the prison we saw no guards, and ex- 
cepting a drunken man in uniform who sa- 
luted us as we passed, we saw no soldierg. 
Neither of us had boots fit for marching, but 
we paid no heed to this. Once on the road 
leading to the North we quickened our pace. 
We had gone about two miles when a fire in 
the advance caused usto change our course. 
We turned to the east, climbing over earth- 
works and passing scores of guns, now harm- 
less as the birds that some day were to build 
their nests in them. 

We were in doubt as to the location of the 
Chickahominy when to our delight we entered 
adense growth of water willows and soon 
were on the ice that covered the swamp. This 
ice was Very treacherous; agam and again it 
gave way under us, letting us down to our 
arm pits and torcink us to break long avenues 
before we could find a dry knoll or a log that 
would enable us to rise. And so we kept pain- 
fully on till tbe blessed sun rose up and 
warmed our faces and our hearts. 


CHAPTER XV. 


In anticipation ot our escape we had stinted 
ourselves for several days, so that we might 
bave corn bread to eat on the way, for we did 
not expect to find friends nor a good place for 
foraging between the Chickahominy and

TO SAVE YOUR GLOVES. 
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A Simple Way to Prevent the Seams From 
Breaking Out. 
Written for the SuNDAY PosT-DISPATCH.] 

Nothing is more disagreeable than to have 
the stitc hes break in anew pair of gloves at 
the finger tips or in any of the other seams. 
and no matter how delicately they are ro- 
placed, the Flove never looks as neat-looking 
as it did before. To prevent this, I have found 
it an excellent idea to take a new pair of 
gloves, before they are worn, turn them wrong 
side out, insert the little finger of the left 


hand into each finger and paste a narrow, 
smallstrip of court-plaster over each seam. 
This will hold the stitehes ether nicely, 
besides saving the skin ofthe glove in open - 
lug portemonnaies, etc. I have also found it 
to advantage to do this with the seams de- 
tween the fingers, those between 
the forefinger and the thumb, which is the 
Part ot the glove upon which the greatest 
strain is put.

LESSON IIL

Any woman who, when she was a little gir), 
liked to dress dollies, is pretty certain to feel | 
that old taste reviving when she has children 
about her.

Yetthat Nature does not intend this fear 
should assume ary other shape than what is 
termed ‘‘the instinct of self-presérvation,’’ 
is proved by the fact that in the vast 
majority of cases the nearer death 
approaches the less it is feared. 
At least such has been the expressed opinion 
of physicians whose extensive practice gave 
them material for an intelligent judgment, 
Horror of death, they say,is rarely seen at the 
bedside of the dying. Nature apparently 
smooths the path of the departing soul in- 
ner as well as saint—much oftenerthan she 
roughens it, When the silver cord is to be 
loosened andthe golden bowl broken, their 
owner is ‘taught calm submission by 
Him who gave them. We have 
not, however, improved upon the ancients in 
our views of death, or at least in the feelings 
with which we contemplate it. There is more 


aptitude for business, but prope as men of 
business are to become merely business men 
Mr. Childs has moderated and coptrolled the 
business aptitude, and along with it culti- 
vated other aptitudes, the development and 
enjoyment of which constitutes thé best of a 
well rounded norma) life. Mr. Childs has 
amassec an enormous fortune, but the best of 
his good fortune consists, not in the posses- 
sion of material wealth, but in the possession 


of qualities of mind and beart which have re- 
ceived their due cultivation in the intervals of 
a business life. 

The foundations of his wealth were laid be- 
fore he was 25 years old. At 21 Mr. Childs, 
against the judgment of all the New York 
publishers, took hold of Dr. Kane’s ‘‘Arctic 
Exploration,“ and within the year had paid 
the author $70,000. The same happy alllance 
between good judgment and good luck at- 
tended the publication of Parson Brewnlow’s 


destiny of the soul. Probably some were 
overiooked, while judging from results 
of my own observation, at least a 
hundred books, or more, on the same fruitful 
topichave been added to the stock during 
these last dozen years. And scarcely a week 
passes without further contribution from 
some one who fancies that to him or her the 
light withheld from all others has been gra- 
ciously given. To the old as well as the new 
contributors may be addressed the 3 
with which the Lord answered Job out of the 
whirlwind: Who is this that darkeneth 
counsel by words without knowledge?’’ 

In his essay upon Immortality, 

EMERSON TELLS A STORY. 
which I will venture to reproducein my own 
language. 

Two gentlemen who happened to be members 
of Congress at the same time, formed an inti- 
mate friendship, based on a community of 
tastes and feelings. They met frequently, and 
their conversation was usually on subjects 
entirely non-political. Among these the 
most prominent was the immortality of the 
soul. They were anxious, if possible, to sat- 
isfy themselves of the truth of this 
fondly cherished doctrine without the 
aid afforded by Scriptural revelation. In 
other words, without being confirmed skeptics 
in any sense of the rase, they 
were earnest and conscientious in- 
quirers after all the truth which un- 
assisted reason could give them concerning 
this vital question—the question which the 
Hebrew poet asked three thousand years sgo: 
If a man die, shall he live again?’’ They 
wanted positive proof, and for months 
they studied together, pushing their 
investigationsfarand wide, and comparing 
and discussing the resuits arrived at by each. 
The positive proof, itis hardly necessary to 
suv, was never found, and finally, the Con- 
gressionaltermof one of them having ex- 
pired, they separated without being any 
nearer a satisfactory conclusion than when 
the search began. Twenty years elapsed be- 
fore they met again, by accident, at a presi- 
dential reception in Washington. Advancing 
slowly through the dense crowd, they at last 
clasped hands. One said tothe other, Any 
light, Charles?'!“ None. Any light, 

enry?’’ ‘*‘None.’’ And then they parted 
forever. ; 

Emerson remarks by way of commentary, 
thatthe very fact of their fervent desire to 
put immortality beyond all doubt or cavil, 
oughtto have convinced the friends of ite 
truth—though one of those great truths that 
never can be proved.’’ He declares that the 
best proof of inmortality ls that men believe 
in it’’—and, I may add, in one shape or an- 
other, seem always to have believed in it 
since man emerged from ghey on savagery. 
Of course the disciples of what is known as 
**Spiritualism’’ claim to have positive and 
indisputable testimony on this point; but such 
testimony being, for the present at least, en- 
joyed by the few and notthe many, it need 
not be further noticed here. 

Meanwhile there is an anecdote of Henry 
Thoreau which is not altogether foreign to 
our subject. When the Stoic philosopher of 
Concord lay on his deathbed a friend askea 
him if bis nearness to the other world gave 
him any clearer vision of the eternal Beyond. 

. The dying man looked up with a serene smile 
and whispered, 


„ON WORLD AT A Tm.“ 

But this craving to know where nothing can 
be known outside the realm of faith, cannot 
be checked, much less suppressed, by the 
dogmas of philosophy, however practical and 
sensible they are. And in spite of all that has 
been or may be done by the forces of scientific 
materialism, the oid belief is destined to live 
and breathe and burn in the human 
heart as long as humanity 
the planet. Men recognize 
mysterious entity wo call the soul, 
faculties and aspirations which do not and 
cannot attain full fruition on ‘‘this bank and

with a cheerful resignation worthy of all 
praise, and more imitation than it has ob- 
tained. To them, as to Charlotte Bronte, 
‘‘eternity was a home, not an abyss.’’ If it 
promised nothing else, it did promise ever- 
lasting rest. Senso gays: How can death, 
which cures allother evils, be itself an evil?’ 
Cicero says: 

‘*But let us,if indeed it should be our fate to 
know the time which is appointed by the 
Gods for us to die, prepare ourselves for it 
with a cheerful, grateful mind; thinking our- 
selves like men delivered from a jail, and 
released from their fetters, for the purpose of 
going back to our eternal habitation, which 
may be more emphatically called our own— 
or else to be divested of all sense and trouble. 
If, on the other hand, we ehould have 
no notice given us of this decree, yet 
let us cultivate such a disposition as to look 
on that formidable hour as happy for us, 
though shocking to our friends, and let us 
never imagine anything to be an evil which is 
an appolntment of the immortal Gods or of 
Nature, the common parent of all. For itis 
not by hazard or without design that we have 
been born situated as wehave. On the con- 
trary, beyond all doubt, there isa certain 
Power which consults the happiness of human 
nature, and this would neither have produced 
nor provided for a being which, after 
having gone through the labors of life, was to 
fallinto eternal misery by death. And how 
can that be unfortunate for any which comes 
alike to ail?’’

Remedy for Sour Stomach, 


From the Boston Heraid. 

The domestic remedy for ‘‘sour stomach’’ 
is soda or saleratus. These agents are consid- 
ered absolutely harmiess, and ofgentimes 
quite large doses are taken. The habit of 
taking them or other alkalies after eating is a 
questionable one. The digestive ingredient 


of the n is active only in the pres- 
ence ofan acid. If alkalies are taken into 
the stomach in considerable quantities, the 
acid fluids therein are neutralized and the 
natural consequence is, digestion stops fora 
time. Experiments made by Dr. Bourget of 
France have demonstrated this fact. They 
have also shown that the use of pepsin, the 
once popular remedy for digestive disturb- 
ances, ie of little value. Instead of using soda 
or other alkali in sour stomachs, it is best to 
drink hot hot water, or to take five or ten 
drops of hydroeloric acid in a winegiass of 
water. Both of these stimulate the wucons 
membrane of the stomach and prevent the 
formation of troublesome acids.
